Professors  and  students  may  be  all  that's 
really  needed  for  a  university.  After  all, 
the  essence  of  education  is  the  relationship 
between  the  teacher  and  the  learner . 

If  that's  the  case,  why  does  Boston 
College  employ  more  than  twice  as  many 
professional,  administrative  and  support 
staff  as  it  does  full-time  faculty?  The  large 
American  university,  of  which  BC  is 
increasingly  becoming  an  example,  has 
many  more  responsibilities  and  provides 
many  more  services  than  simply 
"education." 

With  a  total  student  body  of  more  than 
14,000  students,  including  undergraduate 
and  graduate,  full-time  and  part-time,  BC 
is  the  largest  Catholic  university  in  the 
country.  Add  to  that  total  more  than  800 
faculty  members  and  nearly  1,500  staff  on 
campus  at  one  time  or  another,  and  you've 
got  a  population  the  size  of  a  pretty  fair- 
sized  town. 

That  town,  with  its  160  acres  and  78 
buildings,  including  27  dormitories  for 
more  than  5,000  resident  students,  has  the 
needs  of  any  community — building  main- 
tenance, groundskeeping,  mail  service, 
food,  health  services,  recreation  and 
security  among  them.  As  a  major  univer- 
sity, BC  also  needs  librarians,  research 
staff,  development  and  admissions  officers, 
and  financial  analysts,  among  others. 

In  "Taking  care  of  business,"  our  cover 
story  this  issue,  10  of  the  more  than  1,250 
full-time  staff  members  talk  a  little  about 
the  job  they  do  here  and  why  they  do  it. 
We  hope  readers  get  a  better  sense  of  what 
happens  "behind  the  scenes"  at  the  small 
town,  major  university  that  is  Boston 
College.

A  fable:  Two  bears,  a  tree  and... the  world

When  I  was  a  little  girl — quite  some 
time  ago — I  had  a  passion  for  stories. 
There  was  one  about  two  bears  in  a  forest 
which  I  particularly  liked.  Later,  when  I 
came  to  understand  the  message  behind  it, 
I  used  to  apply  it  to  different  situations  in 
life,  not  only  in  relation  to  my  own 
private  life,  but  also  to  events  in  general. 

In  these  times,  when  I  look  at  the  news- 
paper headlines  and  shudder,  I  remember 
my  story.  We  only  read  about  neutron 
bombs,  nuclear  stockpile,  guided  missiles, 
cosmic  war,  the  Soviet  threat,  aggression, 
terrorism,  genocide,  and  once  again  I  fit 
the  message  of  my  story  into  this  hectic 
context. 

Well,  here  it  is.  I  hope  you  see  it  the 
way  I  do. 

Once  upon  a  time,  there  was  a 
beautiful  forest  far  away  from 
everywhere.  There  were  lovely  trees  in  it, 
friendly  trees  where  birds  made  their  nests 
and  the  furry  animals  found  shelter;  but 
there  was  one  Tree  that  stood  out  among 
all  others.  It  was  higher  than  the  rest  and 
its  branches  opened  wide  in  all  directions. 
The  Tree  was  like  a  symbol  of  security, 
and  decency,  and  safety.  It  was  good  for 
all  the  inhabitants  of  the  forest  to  know 
that  no  matter  what  happened,  the  Tree 
would  always  be  there  and  that  they 
could  count  on  it. 

There  were  also  many  animals  in  that 
forest  and  they  lived  in  more  or  less 
peaceful  terms  with  each  other;  the 
smaller  respecting  the  larger,  and  all  of 
them  respecting  a  mighty  Bear  that  lorded 
over  them  all. 

All  went  well  for  a  long  time  until  one 
of  the  younger  bears  realized  he  had 
grown  big  and  strong,  as  big  and  strong 
as  the  Bear  himself.  The  Young  Bear  was 
very  pleased  with  himself  and  strutted 
around  proud  as  proud  could  be.  He  was 


afraid  of  challenging  the  Bear  outright,  so 
he  went  to  the  Tree  and  stretched  his 
front  paws  as  high  as  he  could  and  made 
a  deep  gash  on  the  trunk  of  the  Tree. 
Then  he  let  out  a  mighty  roar  and  went 
away  leaving  the  mark  of  his  size  and 
strength  for  all  to  see. 

Bye  and  bye  the  Bear  came  around  to 
that  part  of  the  forest  and  saw  the  mark 
on  the  Tree  and  realized  what  it  meant, 
because  the  Bear  knew  just  about  every- 
thing that  went  on  in  his  domain.  He 
stretched  his  front  paws  as  high  as  he 
could  and  scratched  the  trunk  a  full  two 
inches  above  the  Young  Bear's  mark.  Feel- 
ing very  well  pleased  with  himself,  he  let 


out  an  impressive  roar  that  shook  the 
nearby  trees  down  to  their  roots.  All 
except  the  Tree,  because  the  Tree  was  as 
strong  as  the  Rock  of  Gibraltar. 

Some  time  later,  the  Young  Bear  came 
near  the  Tree  again  and  saw  the  new 
mark  on  its  trunk.  He  knew  he  had  grown 
some  more  in  the  last  few  weeks  and  was 
sure  he  could  beat  the  mark  the  Bear  had 
made,  so  he  stretched  his  front  paws  as 
high  as  he  could  and  scratched  the  trunk 
of  the  Tree  once  again.  Now  his  mark 
was  at  least  two  inches  above  the  one  the 
Bear  had  made  and  the  Young  Bear  let 
out  a  roar  that  echoed  through  the  entire 
forest. 

The  Bear  heard  about  the  effrontery  of 
the  Young  Bear  and  made  a  great  show  of 


indignation  before  the  animals  around 
him,  but  deep  inside  he  was  worried  of 
the  growing  strength  of  the  Young  Bear. 
He  waited  for  some  time  and  finally  one 
day  he  went  near  the  Tree  again.  He 
stretched  his  front  paws  as  high  as  he 
could  and  scratched  the  trunk  a  full  inch 
above  the  Young  Bear's  mark.  With 
satisfaction  and  relief,  the  Bear  then  let 
out  a  mighty  roar  and  went  on  his  way. 

The  Young  Bear  heard  the  Bear's  roar 
and  read  the  feelings  that  prompted  it.  He 
began  to  think  it  would  be  very  nice  to 
lord  over  the  entire  forest,  but  perhaps  it 
was  rather  dangerous  to  try  it.  And  yet  he 
had  a  reputation  to  maintain  and  a  sense 
of  propriety  to  uphold,  so  he  went  back 
to  the  Tree  and  again  stretched  his  front 
paws  as  high  as  he  could.  Then  he 
scratched  a  mark  on  the  trunk  of  the  Tree 
a  full  inch  above  the  Bear's  last  gash  and 
let  out  a  terrific  roar. 

Of  course  the  Bear  heard  about  this  and 
knew  he  couldn't  let  the  Young  Bear  get 
away  with  it  and  had  to  face  the  chal- 
lenge; so  he  had  to  go  back  and  prove  his 
might  once  more. 

This  went  on  and  on  for  a  long  time. 
The  Bear  would  come  to  the  Tree  in  the 
morning,  he  would  stretch,  and  scratch, 
and  roar.  The  Young  Bear  would  come  in 
the  afternoon  and  he  would  stretch,  and 
scratch,  and  roar  in  turn.  They  both  made 
sure  they  didn't  perform  at  the  same  time, 
but  on  the  other  hand  neither  one  dared 
to  stop  this  show  of  strength. 

So  it  went  on  and  on  until  the  other 
animals  in  the  forest  were  scared  out  of 
their  wits  lest  one  day  the  two  Bears 
would  have  a  showdown.  But  nothing 
came  of  it,  they  only  stretched,  and 
scratched,  and  roared  every  day. 

Something  did  happen,  though. ..the

Rain  showers  force 
Commencement  inside 

For  the  first  time  since  1973,  inclement 
weather  forced  University  commencement 
exercises  indoors  May  24. 

More  than  4,000  persons  saw  the 
ceremony  in  steamy  McHugh  Forum,  the 
hockey  arena,  while  the  remainder  of  the 
graduates  received  degrees  before  family 
and  friends  in  locations  around  campus. 

The  University  awarded  2,738  degrees, 
of  which  2,026  were  undergraduate  and 
712  graduate  and  professional  degrees. 
The  breakdown  by  school  was:  A&S, 
1,112;  SOM,  533;  SOE,  177;  SON,  139; 
Evening,  65;  GA&S,  264;  Law,  242; 
GSOM,  106;  and  GSSW,  100. 

An  address  by  Vice  President  George 
Bush  and  the  presentation  of  four 
honorary  degrees  (see  following  story) 
were  highlights  of  the  ceremonies  in 
McHugh,  site  of  degree  presentations  to 
about  600  A&S  graduates  whose  last 
names  ended  A-K. 

The  Vice  President  was  greeted  warmly 
by  the  graduates  and  audience,  who  gave 
him  a  standing  ovation  at  his  introduction 
as  speaker.  In  his  address,  Bush  defended 
the  Reagan  administration  position  on 
nuclear  arms  control.  He  said  the  percep- 
tion by  many  Americans  that  President 
Reagan  was  not  interested  in  reducing  the 
level  of  nuclear  weapons  was  "unfortunate 
and  untrue." 

Apparently  referring  to  President 
Reagan's  upcoming  meeting  with  Soviet 
President  Leonid  Brezhnev  and  scheduled 
appearance  before  the  United  Nations, 
Bush  said,  "By  the  end  of  June,  the 
American  people  will  understand  exactly 
what  the  President  is  advocating.  We  are 
not  for  a  freeze.  We're  for  arms 
reduction." 

He  was  interrupted  by  applause  when 
he  assured  the  audience  that  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  Reagan  Administration  "the 
world  will  be  safer  because  the  risks  of 
nuclear  war  will  be  reduced." 

A  small  number  of  seniors  in  McHugh 
wore  white  armbands  in  silent  protest  to 


the  awarding  of  an  honorary  degree  to 
Bush.  In  a  leaflet  distributed  at  the 
ceremony  by  persons  calling  themselves 
"Seniors  in  Peaceful  Dissent,"  Bush's  posi- 
tions on  federal  student  aid  and  nuclear 
weapons  were  criticized  as  "contrary  to 
the  spirit  of  this  institution  and  to  the 
Jesuit  ideals  on  which  it  was  founded." 

In  an  address  to  the  graduates,  Fr. 
Monan  congratulated  them  and  urged 
them  to  "Love  your  own  minds,  deeply. 
They  are  gifts  to  you  not  of  your  earning. 
They  will  not  recede — they  are  lifelong. 
Your  minds,  together  with  the  capacity  to 
love,  are  the  image  of  God  within  you. 
May  His  love  ever  brighten  your  eyes  to 
see  all  that  is  true." 

The  Law  School  held  separate 
ceremonies  May  23  on  the  Newton  Cam- 
pus. Speaker  at  the  Law  School  was 
Shirley  S.  Abrahamson,  associate  justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin.

University  awards 
honorary  degrees  to  four 

The  University  awarded  honorary 
degrees  to  the  following  persons  at  BC's 
106th  commencement  exercises  May  24: 

Robert  Ignatius  Burns,  SJ 

An  eminent  and  prolific  historian  of 
medieval  life  in  the  Western  Mediterran- 
ean, Fr.  Bums  is  senior  professor  of 
history  at  UCLA  and  director  of  the  Insti- 
tute for  Medieval  Mediterranean  Spain. 

Born  in  San  Francisco  in  1921,  Fr. 
Bums  holds  advanced  degrees  from  Gon- 
zaga,  Fordham  and  Johns  Hopkins,  and 
the  University  of  Fribourg,  Switzerland, 
as  well  as  advanced  clerical  degrees,  and 
honorary  doctorates  from  Gonzaga,  Mar- 
quette and  Loyola  of  Chicago. 

Fr.  Bums  joined  the  Society  of  Jesus 
and  was  ordained  a  priest  in  1952.  In 
addition  to  numerous  guest  lectureships, 
Fr.  Burns  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  at

Michael  P.  Walsh,  SJ:  1912-1982 

'Founder  of  the  modern  Boston  College' 


"In  his  judgment  the  influence  of  a 
Catholic  university  could  and  should  be 
measured  first  and  foremost  by  its  degree 
of  excellence — excellence  in  faculty,  excel- 
lence in  teaching  and  scholarship,  excel- 
lence in  academic  program  and  in  student 
talent  and  accomplishment. 

"It  was  the  accent  on  excellence  that 
made  his  years  at  the  Heights  the  birth  of 
an  exciting  new  era  for  the  University.  It 
was  this  dedication  to  excellence  that 
earned  him  the  title  'founder  of  the 
modern  Boston  College.'" 

So  spoke  a  visibly  moved  Fr.  Monan  in 
delivering  the  homily  April  26  before 
more  than  1,000  persons  at  a  Mass  of 
Christian  Burial  in  St.  Ignatius  Church  for 
Michael  P.  Walsh,  SJ,  '34,  MA'35,  presi- 
dent of  Boston  College  1958-1968. 

Fr.  Walsh,  70,  whose  influence  in 
Catholic  higher  education  was  felt  nation- 
ally, died  unexpectedly  April  23  in  his 
residence  at  Boston  College  High  School. 

"Catholic  higher  education  has  lost  one 
of  its  most  gifted  and  dedicated  leaders," 
said  Fr.  Monan  shortly  after  Fr.  Walsh's 
death  became  known.  "In  the  10  years  he 
served  as  president  of  Boston  College,  his 
vision  and  high  ideals  brought  his  alma 
mater  to  the  full  vigor  of  a  thriving 
university." 

Fr.  Monan  referred  to  Fr.  Walsh  as  one 
who  "supervised  the  flowering  of  our 
beloved  University  and  created  a  Chris- 
tian community  by  his  indomitable  con- 
victions and  by  the  gentleness  and  charity 
with  which  he  pursued  them." 

In  his  homily,  Fr.  Monan  said,  "Both  in 
his  personal  life  as  a  Jesuit  and  in  his  pro- 
fessional career  as  a  university  president, 
trustee  and  counselor,  perhaps  the  most 
distinguishing  mark  of  Fr.  Walsh  was  the 
fact  that  his  humble  and  loving  heart  gave 
him  an'  unerring  eye  for  the  difference 
between  the  important  and  the  unim- 
portant— between  what  was  substance  and 
what  was  mere  show — between  what  was 
facade  and  what  was  bedrock." 

As  president  of  the  University,  Fr. 
Walsh  added  10  doctoral  concentrations 
to  the  University's  curriculum  and 
doubled  the  size  of  the  faculty  while 
enrollment  growth  was  kept  at  15  percent. 


In  so  doing  he  raised  Boston  College  to 
the  level  of  a  nationally  prestigious 
university. 

An  April  1963  Time  Magazine  story 
noted,  "Fr.  Walsh  has  run  BC  since  1958 
with  the  aim  of  proving  that  a  Catholic 
college  can  produce  impressive  numbers 
of  Catholic  intellectuals."  The  article 
described  Boston  College  as  "one  of  the 
nation's  biggest  and  best  Catholic  univer- 
sities," and  remarked  on  the  "fertile  fis- 
sion wrought  by  Fr.  Walsh"  in  bringing 
brighter  students  and  distinguished  faculty 
to  the  campus. 

Fr.  Walsh  also  consolidated  all  univer- 
sity operations,  bringing  the  Graduate 
School  of  Social  Work,  the  School  of 
Nursing  and  the  Evening  College  from  the 
city  to  Chestnut  Hill. 

In  his  presidency  the  number  of  resi- 
dences on  campus  tripled.  He  supervised 
the  construction  of  15  new  buildings, 
among  them  Cushing  Hall  in  1960; 
Carney  Hall  in  1962;  Higgins  Hall  in  1966; 
and  McGuinn  Hall  in  1968. 

After  completing  his  presidency  here, 
Fr.  Walsh  served  as  president  of  Fordham 
University  in  New  York  from  1969  to 
1972.  He  chaired  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Boston  College  High  School  from  1972  to 
1980,  and  was  a  member  of  the  University 
Board  of  Trustees  1972-80. 


Fr.  Walsh  was  born  in  Boston  in  1912, 
the  son  of  the  late  Coleman  and  Bridget 
(McDonough)  Walsh.  He  graduated  from 
Boston  College  High  School  in  1929,  and 
that  year  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  at 
Lenox.  He  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
at  Weston  College  in  1941. 

In  addition  to  his  BC  degrees,  he 
received  the  MS  at  Fordham  in  1938  and 
the  STL  (Sacred  Theology  Licentiate)  at 
Weston  College  in  1942.  He  was  acting 
principal  of  Fairfield  University  Prepara- 
tory School  in  1942,  and  from  1943  to 
1945  was  an  instructor  in  biology  here. 

He  received  his  PhD  at  Fordham  Uni- 
versity in  1948,  and  that  year  returned  to 


New  dormitory  to  be  named  Walsh  Hall 


Approving  a  recommendation  made  by 
a  University  committee  prior  to  Fr. 
Walsh's  death,  the  Board  of  Trustees  June 
4  announced  BC's  newest  student  dor- 
mitory would  be  named  in  honor  of  the 
former  president. 

The  dormitory,  on  More  Drive  adjacent 
to  Edmond's  Hall,  opened  in  the  fall  of 
1980  with  living  spaces  for  784  students. 
Students  reside  in  units  for  four  and  eight 
people  sharing  a  common  living  area.  The 
arrangement  has  proved  very  popular 
among  students. 

Walsh  Hall  also  features  study  lounges 
on  each  of  its  eight  floors  and  a  dining 
facility  for  residents. 


Boston  College,  where  over  the  next  10 
years  he  was  a  professor  and  later  chair- 
man of  the  biology  department  until  he 
assumed  the  University  presidency.  His 
scientific  specialties  were  genetics  and 
cytology,  the  study  of  cells. 

Fr.  Walsh  was  succeeded  as  president  of 
the  University  by  W.  Seavey  Joyce,  SJ, 
Fr.  Monan's  predecessor  in  the  office. 

Following  his  retirement  from  Fordham 
University,  Fr.  Walsh  served  as  academic 
advisor  to  the  president  of  the  University 
of  Massachusetts. 

His  efforts  expended  to  education  on 
the  national,  regional  and  local  levels.  He 
was  instrumental  in  founding  the  Associa- 
tion of  Independent  Colleges  and  Univer- 
sities, and  was  president  of  the  college 
and  university  department  of  the  National 
Catholic  Educational  Association.  He 
served  for  several  years  on  the  President's 
Commission  on  Presidential  Scholars  and 
the  Marshall  Fellowship  Committee. 

"If  the  past  quarter-of-a-century  has 
seen  (Fr.  Walsh's)  educational  apostolate 
removed  from  the  classroom,"  said  Fr. 
Monan  in  his  homily,  "...those  same  years 
moved  him  from  the  stature  of  a  regional 
to  a  full  national  figure.  A  moving  force 
in  New  England  and  national  associations 
too  numerous  to  mention,  Fr.  Walsh, 
through  the  decade  of  the  '60s,  became 
spokesman  for  Catholic  higher  education 
in  the  United  States." 

There  are  plans  to  establish  an  endowed 
professorship  in  bio-ethics  at  the  Univer- 
sity in  Fr.  Walsh's  name. 

Fr.  Walsh  had  also  served  as  chairman 
of  the  boards  of  trustees  at  Georgetown 
University  and  University  of  Detroit,  and 
BC  High  School .  He  had  been  a  member 
of  boards  at  11  other  institutions. 

He  received  17  honorary  degrees  from 
colleges  and  universities  around  the  coun- 
try, including  University  of  Massachu- 
setts, Villanova,  Holy  Cross,  North- 
eastern, Brandeis,  Loyola  (Chicago), 
Creighton,  and  Fordham.  His  Alma  Mater 
awarded  him  an  honorary  degree  in  1975. 

Principal  celebrant  of  the  Mass  for  Fr. 
Walsh  was  Edward  M.  O'Flaherty,  SJ, 
New  England  provincial.  Among  the  con- 
celebrants  were:  Fr.  Monan;  James  C. 
Finlay,  SJ,  president  of  Fordham  Univer- 
sity; Timothy  S.  Healy,  SJ,  president  of 
Georgetown  University;  and  Robert  A. 
Mitchell,  SJ,  president  of  the  University  of 
Detroit.  Humberto  Cardinal  Medeiros, 
archbishop  of  Boston,  presided. 
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University  of  San  Francisco  for  many 
years  and  has  been  at  UCLA  since  1976. 

His  major  works  include  The  Jesuits 
and  the  Indian  Wars  of  the  Northwest 
(Yale  University  Press:  1966);  The 
Crusader  Kingdom  of  Valencia:  Recon- 
struction on  a  13th  Century  Frontier  (Har- 
vard University  Press:  1967);  Islam  Under 
the  Crusaders:  Colonial  Survival  in  the 
13th  Century  Kingdom  of  Valencia 
(Princeton  University  Press:  1967); 
Medieval  Colonialism:  Postcrusade  Exploi- 
tation of  Islamic  Valencia  (Princeton 
University  Press:  1975);  Muslims,  Chris- 
tians, and  Jews  in  the  Crusader  Kingdom 
of  Valencia:  Societies  in  Symbiosis  (Cam- 
bridge University  Press:  in  press);  and 
also  in  press,  A  Medieval  Frontier 
Archives,  the  first  volume  of  a  six -volume 
set  under  the  general  title  Diplomatarium 
Regni  Valentiae,  Regnante  Iacobo  I  Eius- 
dem  Conquistatore,  Ex  Registris  Papyreis 
Concilleriae  Deductum,  to  be  published 
by  Princeton  University  Press. 

Fr.  Burns  is  also  author  of  more  than  70 
scholarly  articles  and  monographs  and  has 
received  major  grants  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  and 
Princeton's  Institute  for  Advanced  Study. 
He  was  a  Guggenheim  Fellow  in  1964. 

Among  his  many  honors  are  the  1976 
Haskins  Medal  awarded  by  the  Medieval 
Academy  of  America,  and  election  as  a 
fellow  of  the  academy  in  1978.  Fr.  Burns 
is  past  president  of  the  American  Catholic 
Historical  Association,  and  has  served  as 
president  and  vice  president  of  the 
American  Historical  Association,  Pacific 
Coast  Branch. 

...You  have  exemplified  the  ideal  of  the 
Jesuit  intellectual  apostolate,  living  on  the 
borderline  where  the  church  and  the 
world  meet. 

George  Herbert  Walker  Bush 

Bom  in  1924  in  Milton,  Bush  received  a 
bachelor's  degree  from  Yale  University  in 
1948.  Following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  late 
father  Prescott,  who  was  senator  from 
Connecticut,  Bush  entered  politics  in 
1966,  when  he  ran  succesfully  for  the  con- 
gressional seat  from  the  7th  District, 
Texas.  He  served  in  the  90th  and  91st 
Congresses,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

Bush  has  had  a  distinguished  and  varied 
career  in  public  service.  He  was  the  US 
ambassador  to  the  United  Nations 
1971-72,  chairman  of  the  Republican 
National  Committee  1973-74,  chief  of  the 
US  Liaison  Office  in  the  People's  Republic 


of  China  1974-75,  and  director  of  the 
Central  Intelligence  Agency  1976-77. 

He  was  actively  campaigning  for  the 
Republican  nomination  for  the  presidency 
prior  to  selection  as  running  mate  by 
President  Reagan.  Before  becoming  Vice 
President,  Bush  was  on  the  board  of 
several  business  and  charitable  institu- 
tions. He  is  married  to  the  former  Barbara 
Pierce,  and  is  the  father  of  five  children. 

The  Vice  President's  connection  to 
Boston  College  has  a  personal  side.  His 
daughter  Dorothy  is  expected  to  complete 
courses  for  her  degree  this  summer  and  a 
nephew,  James  L.  Bush,  is  in  the  Class  of 
1978. 

. . .  You  have  put  to  action  your  belief  in 
the  business  leader's  obligation  to  preserve 
and  advance  the  political  process,  and 
have  turned  your  considerable  talents  to 
serving  your  state,  your  party,  and  the 
Republic. 

Robert  A.  Charpie 

Physicist  and  president  of  the  Cabot 
Corporation,  Boston,  Charpie  was  born  in 
Cleveland  in  1925.  He  received  his  BS, 
MS  and  the  DSc  in  Theoretical  Physics 
from  the  Carnegie  Institute  of 
Technology. 

Following  graduation,  Charpie  joined 
Union  Carbide  Corp.  as  a  physicist.  In  10 
years,  he  rose  to  the  position  of  manager 
of  advanced  development  for  the  com- 
pany. In  1966.  Charpie  was  named  presi- 
dent of  the  electronics  division  of  Union 
Carbide.  He  became  president  of  Bell  and 
Howell  in  1968  and  served  in  this  capacity 
until  joining  Cabot  Corporation  in  1969. 

In  little  more  than  a  decade,  he 
transformed  Cabot  from  a  manufacturer 
of  one  product— carbon  black— to  a 
diversified  corporation  working  in  the 
areas  of  natural  gas,  specialty  metals  and 
chemicals. 

While  at  Union  Carbide,  Charpie  was  a 
pioneer  in  the  civilian  development  of 
nuclear  energy,  including  reactor  safety 
research,  and  in  1954-55,  was  appointed 
deputy  US  delegate  to  the  UN  Advisory 
Committee  on  Atomic  Energy.  In  1955  he 
was  named  scientific  secretary  for  the  First 
International  Conference  on  the  Peaceful 
Uses  of  Atomic  Energy,  held  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

During  19o5-67.  he  chaired  a  panel  on 
technological  innovation  for  the  US 
Department  of  Commerce.  The  work  of 
the  panel  was  a  harbinger  of  today  s 
debate  surrounding  productivity  in  the 
American  economy  and  the  country's 
competitive  position  abroad. 
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He  is  a  fellow  of  the  American  Physical 
Society,  the  American  Nuclear  Society 
and  the  New  York  Academy  of  Sciences. 
In  1975,  Charpie  was  elected  to  the 
National  Academy  of  Engineering. 

Charpie  has  also  committed  his  energies 
to  education.  From  1967  to  1976,  he 
served  on  the  national  science  board  of 
the  National  Science  Foundation.  The 
board's  purpose  is  to  strengthen  research 
and  education  in  the  sciences  throughout 
the  country.  He  serves  on  visiting  com- 
mittees for  the  department  of  nuclear 
engineering  at  MIT,  and  the  departments 
of  physics,  engineering  and  applied 
physics  at  Harvard. 

He  holds  honorary  degrees  from 
Denison  University,  Alderson-Broaddus 
College,  and  Marietta  College.  A  resident 
of  Weston,  Charpie  and  his  wife  Elizabeth 
(Downs)  are  parents  of  four  children. 

Through  the  gifts  and  perceptions  of  the 
theoretical  physicist,  you  have  made  crea- 
tivity the  hallmark  of  your  leadership  in 
industry  and  have  enriched  a  spectrum  of 
other  human  pursuits  that  include 
technology ,  public  policy,  education,  and 
peace. 

Josephine  Taylor 

Chief,  Eastern  region,  division  of 
special  education  programs,  US  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Taylor  was  born  in 
Seattle,  and  raised  in  Minneapolis.  She 
was  educated  at  Columbia  Teachers  Col- 
lege, Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Educa- 
tion and  New  York  University. 

The  author  of  more  than  50  articles  on 
education  and  other  services  for  visually 
handicapped  children  and  youth,  her 
work  has  lead  to  the  development  of  pro- 
grams for  training  personnel  to  work  with 
blind  and  multi-handicapped  children. 

She  was  New  Jersey  director  of  educa- 
tional services  for  the  visually  impaired 
1942-67,  and  has  been  a  delegate  and 
speaker  at  six  international  conferences  on 
visually  handicapped  children. 

She  has  taught  at  the  Perkins  School  for 
the  Blind  and  Columbia  Teacher's  Col- 
lege, as  well  as  other  institutions  in  this 
country  and  abroad. 

She  has  served  on  many  organizations 
for  the  handicapped  and  is  the  recipient  of 
numerous  awards  and  honors,  including 
the  1980  Migel  Award  from  the  American 
Foundation  for  the  Blind  and  the 
Distinguished  Parent  Award  from  the 
Association  for  the  Severely  Handicapped 
(1981). 

She  joined  the  federal  government  in 
1967.

Academics/athletics  report 
finds  no  'systemic  problem' 

A  report  this  spring  to  the  president  by 
Academic  Vice  President  J. A.  Panuska, 
SJ,  has  indicated  "no  systemic  problem" 
with  academic  aspects  of  the  University's 
athletic  program. 

Fr.  Panuska's  report  resulted  from  a 
December  1981  request  by  Fr.  Monan  for 
an  update  of  the  academic  vice  president's 
December  1980  report  on  the  same  sub- 
ject. In  ordering  the  second  look  at 
academics  and  athletics,  Fr.  Monan 
requested  comparisons  of  academic  per- 
formance by  scholarship  athletes  and 
other  categories  of  students,  such  as 
children  of  alumni  or  University 
employees,  who  receive  special  admissions 
consideration. 

Fr.  Monan  stated  his  goals  in  a  letter  to 
Fr.  Panuska  that  said  in  part: 

"Boston  College  has  a  long  and  dis- 
tinguished record  of  achievement  in  inter- 
collegiate athletics.  Over  the  years,  our 
high  level  of  competition  has  been  of 
significant  benefit  to  individuals  and 
many  University-wide  interests.  I  would 
hope  your  study  will  make  clear  whether 
there  are  problems  arising  from  these  pro- 
grams that  threaten  our  falling  below 
acceptable  standards  of  a  Boston  College 
education.  If  any  such  problems  exist, 
they  should  be  brought  to  light  so  that  we 
can  bring  to  bear  the  extensive  academic 
resources  of  this  University  for  their 
resolution." 

To  re-examine  the  situation,  Fr. 
Panuska  reviewed  the  transcripts  of  every 
scholarship  athlete  enrolled  at  the  Univer- 
sity. The  result  was  a  report  that  includes 
21  appendices  totaling  214  pages. 

In  his  report  to  Fr.  Monan,  Fr. 
Panuska,  who  has  since  become  president 
of  University  of  Scranton,  wrote,  "Con- 
sidering the  level  of  academic  competition 


which  Boston  College  seeks,  the  absence 
of  exceptional  academic  treatment  for 
athletes  is  praiseworthy." 

Some  of  the  reports'  findings  were: 

□  Granted  a  commitment  to  athletic  com- 
petition at  the  highest  national  level  and 
an  admissions  policy  which  gives  favored 
status  to  applicants  with  athletic  ability,  it 
appears  the  University  has  no  systemic 
problem  with  the  academic  aspects  of  its 
athletic  program. 

DAdmissions  for  both  athletes  and  non- 
athletes  remain  entirely  in  the  control  of 
the  University  Admissions  Office.  BC 
athletes  meet  present  University  and 
NCAA  admissions  standards. 
DThe  University  grants  athletes,  as  a 
group,  no  special  academic  privileges.  By 
University  policy,  athletes  are  treated 
academically  like  other  students.  BC  pro- 
vides no  special  courses  or  programs  for 
athletes,  nor  grants  special  academic 
privileges  regarding  late  or  early  examina- 
tions or  grading  procedures. 

□  Grade  point  averages  of  athletes  corres- 
pond to  what  is  predictable  from  their  ad- 
missions ratings.  While  61.2  percent  of 
current  athletes  were  admitted  from  the 
lowest  admissions  rankings  (8-10  on  a 
1-10  scale),  80.3  percent  of  students 
admitted  in  these  rankings  were  non- 
athletes.  Being  a  scholarship  athlete  does 
not  appear  to  affect  academic  perfor- 
mance significantly. 

DThe  graduation  rate  of  athletes  is  com- 
parable to  the  University  average  for  all 
students — usually  77-80  percent — and 
ranks  high  nationally. 

□  There  were  no  verified  cases  reported  of 
"pressured  academic  advocacy"  on  behalf 
of  athletes  directly  from  the  athletic 
department  or  through  other  University 
officials.  While  inquiries  "focused  on  solv- 
ing student  problems"  have  occurred,  this 
is  common  with  all  student  groups,  and  is 
a  sign  of  appropriate  concern  that 
"reflects  effective  counseling  procedures." 
DAthletes  have  benefited  from  the 
appointment  of  Albert  Folkard,  former 
director  of  the  A&S  Honors  Program,  as 
academic  advisor  and  from  general 
improvements  in  the  faculty  advisory 
system. 

DThe  reorganization  of  the  Athletic 
Advisory  Board,  as  directed  by  Fr. 
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Monan,  "holds  promise  of  providing  more 
contact  between  the  athletic  department 
and  the  academic  community."  Continued 
attention  should  be  given  to  strengthening 
this  relationship. 

DTwo  areas  "worthy  of  continued  atten- 
tion" were:  transfers  of  athletes  from  one 
school  to  another,  especially  following 
academic  dismissal;  the  number  and 
timing  of  withdrawals  from  courses. 

Improvements  recommended  by  Fr. 
Panuska  in  the  report  were: 

□  An  increase  in  the  selectivity  of  all 
groups  with  a  favored  status,  including 
athletes.  The  academic  advisor  to  athletes 
should  be  consulted  for  recommendations 
in  marginal  admissions  cases. 

□  Requirements  for  good  academic 
standing  should  be  reviewed  by  deans  for 
the  entire  undergraduate  population.  The 
recent  decision  in  A&S  to  require  a  1.67 
grade  point  average  for  entry  into  senior 
year  was  cited  as  a  step  taken  by  one 
school  to  raise  requirements. 

□  Due  to  "some  campus  unrest  about  our 
athletic  program" — especially  from  groups 
within  the  faculty  and  student  body — a 
general  statement  should  be  addressed  to 
the  University  community  to  explain  the 
"rationale  for  the  current  level  of  par- 
ticipation in  athletics." 

Fr.  Panuska  concluded  his  report  by 
saying,  "It  would  be  unfortunate  and 
unfair  if  rumors  about  a  small  number  of 
individuals  were  to  stereotype  the  efforts 
of  a  large  number  of  students  and  staff 
involved  in  intercollegiate  athletics.  At  the 
same  time,  it  is  essential  to  insure  that  our 
student-athletes  are  achieving  to  the  best 
of  their  ability  through  careful  advisement 
and  the  provision  of  all  necessary  aca- 
demic resources. 

"It  is  my  hope  that  this  report  and  the 
current  concern  about  athletics  among 
faculty  and  students  will  heighten  our  sen- 
sitivity to  the  achievement  and  contribu- 
tions of  student-athletes  and  increase  our 
resolve  to  strengthen  the  education  we 
provide  for  this  group." 

In  a  personal  postscript  to  the  report, 
Fr.  Panuska  wrote,  "I  do  not  wish  to 
close... without  adding  something  personal 
about  the  athletes,  coaches  and  directors 
who  have  contributed  to  the  totality  of 
my  own  experiences  at  BC.  There  have 
been  moments  of  academic  concern,  to  be 
sure,  but  occasions  of  fun,  excitement  and 
even  pride  will  be  the  most  memorable. 
Thanks  to  all  who  are  responsible  for 
this."

Fr.  Monan  receives  Harvard  honorary  degree 


"With  the  philosopher's  dedication  to 
truth  and  goodness,  he  has  given  fresh 
strength  to  the  mission  of  an  admirable 
neighbor." 

Harvard  president  Derek  Bok,  with 
those  words,  awarded  an  honorary  Doc- 
tor of  Laws  degree  to  J.  Donald  Monan, 
SJ,  president  of  Boston  College,  at  Har- 
vard's 331st  commencement  June  10. 

Fr.  Monan  was  one  of  12  persons  to 
receive  honorary  degrees  at  the  exercises 
in  Harvard  Yard.  Among  the  others  were: 
Mother  Teresa,  founder  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Missionaries  of  Charity; 
playwright  Tennessee  Williams;  Wu  Fu- 
heng,  president  of  Shandong  University, 
China;  and  composer  Virgil  Thomson. 

In  the  formal  introduction  of  Fr.  Monan 
to  the  Commencement  crowd  and  the 
Harvard  president,  University  Marshal 
William  Anderson  said  Fr.  Monan  had 
"worked  day  and  night  to  insure  and 
advance  the  spectacular  progress  of 
Boston  College." 

Fr.  Monan  is  one  of  only  two  presidents 
of  Catholic  universities  to  receive  a  Har- 
vard honorary  degree,  the  other  being 
Theodore  Hesburgh,  president  of  Notre 
Dame.  He  is  also  the  first  president  of  a 
Boston  area  university  to  be  awarded  such 
a  degree  in  many  years. 

In  an  editorial  June  11  entitled  "Crim- 
son, maroon,  gold,"  the  Boston  Globe 
said,  "This  symbolic  event  officially  ends 
generations  of  rivalry — some  good- 
natured  and  some  not — between  two 
groups  of  alumni  and  socio-political 


strains.  It  confirms  an  era  of  mutual 
respect  between  two  major  universities 
that  began  long  ago." 

The  Globe  then  praised  Fr.  Monan  and 
his  record  as  president  here.  "Fr.  Monan, 
a  metaphysician  by  training,  is  also  a 
priestly  man  whose  gentleness  and  good 
humor  have  won  friends  for  Boston  Col- 
lege in  the  10  years  he  has  been  its  presi- 
dent. The  Chestnut  Hill  campus  is  now 
the  nation's  largest  Catholic  university. 

"Although  Rev.  Theodore  Hesburgh  is 
about  75  honorary  degrees  ahead  of  Fr. 
Monan  and  Notre  Dame  is  better  known 
to  American  sports  fans,  Boston  College 
has  been  rapidly  gaining  respect  in 
academe.  Much  of  that  respect  is  due  to 
Fr.  Monan,  who  this  year  celebrates  his 
40th  year  as  a  Jesuit. 

"For  almost  a  century,  the  bitter  ethnic 
and  economic  clashes  that  enlivened 
Boston's  lore  and  literature  often  centered 
on  Harvard  and  Boston  College,  as  any 
reader  of  The  Late  George  Apley  or  The 
Last  Hurrah  can  attest.  The  crimson  has 
now  blended  with  the  maroon  and  gold  to 
mute  those  class-war  feuds. 

"The  feistiness  of  this  rivalry  should  not 
disappear.  Rather,  it  should  be  removed 
gracefully  from  the  arena  of  politics  and 
business  and  returned  to  the  gridiron, 
where  it  belongs.  A  BC-Harvard  football 
game  would  fill  several  stadiums.  Har- 
vard's newest  honorary  alumnus  would  be 
allowed  to  root  for  the  Eagles." 
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Former  Holy  Cross  dean 
named  new  academic  VP 

Joseph  R.  Fahey,  S],  a  Boston  College 
alumnus  and  former  academic  dean  at 
Holy  Cross  College,  has  taken  office  this 
summer  as  academic  vice  president  and 
dean  of  faculties.  He  succeeds  J. A. 
Panuska,  SJ,  who  in  June  became  presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Scranton,  in 
Pennsylvania. 

In  an  interview  in  Biweekly,  the  BC 
faculty/staff  newspaper,  shortly  after  his 
appointment  was  announced  in  April,  Fr. 
Fahey  said  his  goal  as  the  University's 
chief  academic  officer  would  be  to  build 
as  strong  a  faculty  as  possible. 

"If  someone  asked  me  to  explain  in  one 
sentence  how  a  chief  academic  officer  can 
build  faculty,  I  would  say,  'By  getting  the 
faculty  to  work  as  close  to  their  potential 
as  possible.'  That  is  the  key — to  support 
them,  to  challenge  them  to  perform  even 
better." 

The  new  vice-president  said  he  had 
been  attracted  to  the  University  by  the 
strength  of  the  faculty,  the  cooperative 
atmosphere  of  the  institution,  and  the 
value  BC  placed  on  its  Jesuit  tradition. 

"In  the  last  five  or  six  years  as  dean  of 
Holy  Cross,  I  was  very  aggressive  in 
recruiting  qualified  Jesuits,  and  our 
toughest  competition  was  Boston  College. 
I  respect  that." 

In  a  letter  to  faculty  announcing  Fr. 
Fahey 's  appointment,  Fr.  Monan  said, 
"Two  things  are  distinctive  of  Fr.  Fahey's 
experience  as  an  academic  officer — his 
persuasive  advocacy  of  the  highest  stan- 
dards of  excellence  in  the  development  of 
academic  programs  and  of  faculty,  and 
his  effective  management  of  a  complex 
administrative  office.  His  energy  and 
intelligent  leadership  will  enable  Boston 
College  to  capitalize  upon  the  many 
academic  opportunities  we  enjoy." 

Fr.  Fahey  was  academic  dean  at  Holy 
Cross  from  1971  to  1981.  Since  his 
resignation  from  that  post,  he  had  been 
conducting  economic  research  at  the 
University  of  Santa  Clara,  California. 

Following  two  years  of  study  at  BC,  Fr. 
Fahey,  45,  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  in 
1955.  He  returned  to  the  University  and  in 
1960  received  his  AB  in  humanities,  and 
in  1961  his  MA  in  philosophy.  His  PhL  in 
philosophy  was  awarded  at  Weston 
College. 


He  was  a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow 
from  1961  to  1962,  and  a  National  Science 
Foundation  Fellow  from  1962  to  1964, 
both  in  economics.  He  wrote  his  dissera- 
tion  on  urban  taxation  and  received  his 
PhD  in  economics  from  MIT  in  1967. 

In  1968,  he  was  ordained  to  the 
priesthood  and  served  as  a  visiting  fellow 
at  the  Cambridge  Center  for  Social 
Studies. 

He  was  an  assistant  professor  of 
economics  at  Holy  Cross  1968-1970  and 
served  as  acting  academic  dean  for  one 
year  before  the  position  was  made 
permanent. 

A  University  trustee  until  his  appoint- 
ment, Fr.  Fahey  is  a  member  of  the  BC 
High  board  of  trustees  and  has  served  as  a 
trustee  of  Fairfield  University. 


New  A&S  core  to  require 
foreign  language  proficiency 

Demonstrated  proficiency  in  a  modern 
foreign  language  or  classical  language  is 
among  three  new  core  requirements  to  be 
instituted  in  A&S. 

Beginning  with  freshmen  entering  in 
September  1983,  A&S  students  will  have 
to  demonstrate  proficiency  in  a  language 
through  either  a  standardized  examination 
or  the  successful  completion  of  two 
semesters  of  course  work.  Other  changes 
adopted  by  the  A&S  Educational  Policy 
Committee  are  the  requirement  for  a  two- 
course  sequence  in  a  natural  science  and 
reduction  in  "cluster  areas"  from  three  to 
two. 

A&S  Dean  William  Neenan,  SJ,  said  the 
modifications  were  adopted  after  "wide 
consultation  and  extensive  discussion  of 
their  academic  implications  and  the 
resources  needed  to  implement  them." 

The  dean  said  he  saw  the  new  re- 
quirements as  "a  small  but  significant  im- 
provement accomplished  through  the 
dedication  and  efforts  of  many  faculty, 
students  and  administrators." 

Academic  Vice  President  J. A.  Panuska, 
SJ,  noted  the  changes  have  no  direct  effect 
on  the  other  undergraduate  schools, 
which,  he  said,  "generally  consider  their 
own  degree  requirements  insofar  as  they 
extend  beyond  the  University's  general 
undergraduate  core." 

Fr.  Panuska  said  the  changes  were  good 
for  A&S  and  he  "endorses  them  en- 
thusiastically. 


"I  am  grateful  to  Fr.  Neenan  and  his 
faculty  for  their  dedicated  work  on  this 
important  aspect  of  the  curriculum." 

The  old  and  new  cores  are  alike  in  re- 
quiring 14  courses  in  all — two  courses 
each  in  English,  history,  philosophy, 
theology  and  the  social  sciences.  But  the 
mathematics/natural  science  requirement 
in  the  old  core  has  been  supplanted  by  the 
natural  science  requirement,  and 
mathematics  has  become  one  of  two 
cluster  areas  from  which  students  may 
choose  two  courses.  The  other  cluster  area 
students  may  choose  to  follow  within  the 
new  core  is  made  up  of  one  course  each  in 
either  fine  arts,  or  speech,  communica- 
tion, and  theater. 

The  two-course  cluster  area  choices  in 
the  old  core  were  foreign  language  or 
culture;  fine  arts,  music  or  speech  com- 
munciation;  and  additional  courses  above 
the  requirement  in  natural  science  or 
mathematics. 


US  Rep.  Boiling  to  be  new 
O'Neill  Professor  in  1983 

US  Rep.  Richard  Boiling  of  Missouri, 
widely  considered  a  leading  political  and 
intellectual  force  in  the  US  House  of 
Representatives,  has  been  named  Thomas 
P.  O'Neill  Jr.  Professor  of  American 
Politics  for  1983. 

Boiling,  a  Democrat  and  chairman  of 
the  House  Rules  Committee,  has  been 
elected  to  Congress  17  consecutive  times. 
Following  his  retirement  from  office  at  the 
end  of  this  term,  he  will  assume  the 
O'Neill  Chair  in  the  political  science 
department  in  January.  He  has  decided 
not  to  run  for  reelection  this  year. 

Highly  respected  as  a  senior  and  influ- 
ential member  of  the  House,  Boiling's 
activities  in  the  Congress  recently  led  the 
Congressional  Quarterly  to  say:  "A 
patient  coalition  builder  and  master  of  the 
rules,  he  probably  has  influenced  the 
House  more  than  any  member  of  his 
generation." 

Following  the  November  1980  elections, 
Dennis  Farney  of  the  Wall  Street  Journal 
wrote:  "No  one  in  today's  House  has 
studied  power  more  closely,  pursued  it 
longer  or  known  its  elusive  nature  better 
than  this  brilliant,  abrasive,  visionary, 
brooding  chairman  of  the  House  Rules 
Committee.  And  in  the  view  of  some  col- 
leagues, few  members  are  better  equipped 
intellectually  to  help  congressional 
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Democrats  think  their  way  out  of  the  hole 
they  have  dug  for  themselves."  Farney 
called  Boiling  "a  man  with  a  21-jewel 
mind  and  a  low  tolerance  for  stupidity." 

Established  by  the  University  in  honor 
of  US  House  Speaker  O'Neill  '36,  the 
chair  is  endowed  by  a  $1.3-million  gift 
made  to  BC  by  alumni  and  O'Neill's 
friends  on  the  occasion  of  his  67th  birth- 
day in  1979. 

Political  Science  chairman  David  Man- 
waring  said  the  department  was  very  for- 
tunate to  have  an  individual  of  Boiling's 
stature,  as  both  a  scholar  and  practitioner 
of  politics,  in  the  O'Neill  Chair.  Manwar- 
ing  said  Boiling's  presence  in  the  depart- 
ment would  be  of  great  benefit  to  both 
graduate  and  undergraduate  students. 

As  O'Neill  Professor,  Boiling  will  offer 
undergraduate  and  graduate  level  courses 
on  the  Congress,  emphasizing  leadership, 
reform  and  the  committee  system. 

The  current  holder  of  the  O'Neill  chair 
is  its  first  occupant,  Samuel  H.  Beer,  pro- 
fessor emeritus  at  Harvard  University, 
whose  year-long  appointment  will  end  in 
December. 

A  nationwide  search  was  conducted  by 
the  political  science  department  to  occupy 
the  chair  with  a  distinguished  scholar  or 
practitioner  of  American  government.  As 
in  the  case  of  Beer,  an  aide  to  President 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  who  became  an 
internationally  eminent  political  scientist, 
both  qualifications  were  found  in  Boiling. 

Boiling  was  elected  to  the  81st  Congress 
in  1948,  from  the  5th  Congressional  Dis- 
trict of  Missouri.  Dean  of  the  Missouri 
congressional  delegation,  he  has  since 
1955  served  on  the  House  Rules  Commit- 
tee, which  considers  nearly  all  major 
legislation  before  it  goes  to  the  full  House 
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for  debate  and  vote.  He  has  chaired  that 
powerful  committee  since  1979. 

He  also  serves  on  the  House-Senate 
Joint  Economic  Committee,  which  under 
his  leadership  recently  completed  a  long- 
range  study  seeking  ways  of  achieving 
more  effective  national  economic  policies. 
Boiling  also  serves  on  the  Steering  and 
Policy  Committee  of  the  Democratic 
Caucus. 

For  years  a  leader  of  the  fight  for  Con- 
gressional reform,  Boiling  has  written 
numerous  articles  and  two  books  on  this 
subject:  House  out  of  Order  (1965)  and 
Power  in  the  House  (1968),  revised  in 
1974.  He  is  also  co-author  of  America's 
Competitive  Edge  (1981).  From  1973  to 
1974,  he  served  as  chairman  of  the  Select 
Committee  on  Committees,  which  pro- 
duced a  blueprint  for  revising  and 
modernizing  House  committee  structure 
and  procedures. 

Boiling  was  born  in  New  York  City  in 
1916,  received  his  BA  in  1937  and  MA  in 
1939,  both  at  University  of  the  South,  and 
later  studied  toward  a  doctorate  in  history 
at  Vanderbilt.  He  holds  the  position  of 
continuing  adjunct  professor  of  political 
science  at  University  of  Missouri  at  Kan- 
sas City.

O'NEILL  LECTURE: 
Samuel  Beer  decries 
'destructive  pluralism' 

Advocates  of  the  "new  federalism" 
espoused  by  President  Reagan  should 
cease  their  "diversionary  rhetoric"  and 
continue  the  historical  thrust  toward  the 
national  idea,  Thomas  P.  O'Neill  Pro- 
fessor of  American  Politics  Samuel  Beer 
said  April  21  in  the  first  annual  O'Neill 
lecture. 

Speaking  before  approximately  200  per- 
sons in  Gasson  100,  Beer  said  a  "destruc- 
tive pluralism — sectional,  economic  and 
ethnic — disrupts  our  common  life.  I  ask 
the  new  federalists  not  only  to  give  up 
their  diversionary  rhetoric,  but  positively 
to  advocate  the  national  idea." 

Accepting  the  concept  of  nationalism. 
Beer  said,  did  not  mean  one  necessarily 
also  believed  federal  reform  was  unneces- 
sary or  the  federal  government  must  be 
more  active.  "The  important  thing  is  to 
keep  alive  in  our  speech  and  our  inten- 
tions the  thrust  toward  the  consolidation 
of  the  union." 

Beer's  address,  entitled  "The  national 
idea  in  American  politics,"  traced  the

historical  development  of  what  he  said 
was  "not  only  a  theory  of  authority,  but 
also  a  theory  of  purpose,  a  perspective  on 
public  policy,  a  guide  to  the  ends  for 
which  power  must  be  used.  It  invites  us  to 
ask  ourselves  what  sort  of  people  we  are, 
and  whether  we  are  a  people,  and  what 
we  wish  to  make  of  ourselves  as  a 
people." 

President  Reagan's  desire  to  decentralize 
the  federal  government.  Beer  said,  rested 
on  a  view  of  the  founding  of  the  United 
States  characterized  by  his  inaugural  state- 
ment, "The  federal  government  did  not 
create  the  states;  the  states  created  the 
federal  government."  Several  historians 
responded,  Beer  noted,  by  pointing  out 
the  Constitution  refers  to  "We.  the  people 
of  the  United  States,"  not  the  states 
separately. 

The  founders  of  the  United  States  had 
differing  viewpoints  on  the  role  of  a  cen- 
tral government,  he  said,  but  the  principle 
that  prevailed  was  that  espoused  by  Alex- 
ander Hamilton.  Hamilton's  views  were 
summarized  in  the  farewell  address  he 
drafted  for  President  Washington  in  1796. 
Beer  said,  which  stressed  the  importance 
of  union — not  merely  a  consensus  on 
values,  or  a  strong  central  government. 
but  "an  indissoluble  community  of  interest 
as  one  nation  (Beer's  emphasis)." 

In  the  course  of  American  history,  he 
said,  the  national  idea  engendered  by 
Hamiltonian  principles  "confronted  three 
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great  crises — the  crisis  of  sectionalism, 
culminating  in  the  civil  war;  the  crisis  of 
industrialism,  culminating  in  the  great 
depression  and  the  New  Deal;  and  the 
crisis  of  racism,  which  continues  to  rack 
our  country  today." 

Beer  said  such  figures  as  Daniel 
Webster,  Abraham  Lincoln,  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  Franklin  Roosevelt  and  Lyndon 
Johnson  responded  to  these  crises  by 
emphasizing  the  national  character  of  the 
difficulties  and  national  responsibility  for 
action.  The  crisis  of  racism,  however, 
may  represent  the  greatest  challenge. 

"What  we  are  attempting  has  never 
before  been  attempted  by  any  country  at 
any  time,"  Beer  said.  "It  is  to  create 
within  a  liberal,  democratic  framework  a 
society  in  which  vast  numbers  of  black 
and  white  people  live  in  free  and  equal 
intercourse — political,  economic  and 
social.  It  is  a  unique,  a  stupendous  de- 
mand, but  the  national  idea  will  let  us  be 
satisfied  with  nothing  less."

DThe  Gold  and  Silver  Anniversary 
Classes — 1932  and  1957 — each  set  records 
for  their  gifts  to  the  University.  More 
than  $44,000  was  pledged  by  members  of 
the  Class  of  1932,  through  the  efforts  of 
gift  chairman  Edward  Hurley,  and 
members  of  '57,  under  the  direction  of  co- 
chairmen  John  Harrington  and  Paul 
McAdams,  pledged  more  than  $220,000. 
The  ranks  of  FIDES  were  swelled  by  67 
members  of  '57. 

DThis  year's  fundraising  goal  of  $4.5 
million  was  surpassed  early  in  June, 
according  to  Karl  Salathe,  director  of 
development.  The  goal  for  the  1982-83 
Annual  Fund  has  been  set  at  $5  million. 

DThe  1981-82  Telethon,  which  ended 
April  1,  raised  a  record  $815,760  in 
pledges  from  20,197  donors,  with  4,193 
alumni  being  new  donors. 

More  than  1,000  volunteers  staffed  the 
20  nights  of  the  National  Telethon,  and 
another  566  were  involved  in  regional  and 
special  interest  telethons  during  the  year. 
Among  the  volunteers  were  90  students. 

□  For  the  second  consecutive  year  and  the 
fifth  time  in  six  years,  Boston  College  was 
nominated  for  the  US  Steel  Award,  based 
on  the  success  of  the  1980-81  Annual 
Fund. 

Nominees  for  the  award,  presented  by 
the  Council  for  the  Advancement  and 
Support  of  Education  (CASE),  rank  in  the 
top  five  percent  of  major  private  univer- 
sities in  terms  of  improvement — defined  as 
growth  of  more  than  25  percent  in  con- 
tributions and  more  than  10  percent  in 
number  of  donors  over  the  previous  year. 

The  1980-81  Annual  Fund  portion  of 
the  development  effort  raised  $954,364 
from  14,290  donors,  easily  surpassing  the 
previous  year's  $707,540  from  12,086 
donors.  The  average  alumni  gift  rose  from 
$47  in  1979  to  $67  in  1981. 
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Graduating 
to  reel  life 

Seen  any  good  movies, 
lately?  Or  some  clinkers? 
Well,  Robert  Aicardi 

'82,  has  been  telling 
people  through  his  home- 
town newspaper  about 
good  and  bad  movies 
for  four  years  now. 

Aicardi  began  his 
budding  career  as  a 
critic  by  writing  movie 
reviews  for  his  high 
school  newspaper.  A 
faculty  advisor  at 
the  school  thought 
Aicardi's  reviews  were 
impressive  and  sug- 
gested that  Aicardi 
contact  newspapers  in 
the  area  in  the  hopes  that  one  might  take 
a  chance  on  him. 

The  Weymouth  News  thought  Aicardi's 
previous  efforts  were  pretty  good,  and 
asked  him  to  write  reviews  of  dramatic 
performances  by  local  theater  companies. 
After  a  while,  the  paper's  editor  asked 
him  to  write  movie  reviews — his  first 
love.  "I've  always  been  interested  in  film," 
said  Aicardi,  "at  least  since  I  was  11  or  12 
years  old." 

Movie  critics  are  sometimes  questioned 
about  their  reviews.  But  when  you're  a 
22-year-old  movie  critic,  the  questions 
really  can  fly.  "Some  people  say  to  me, 
'What  makes  your  opinion  about  this 
movie  better  than  mine?'  "I  answer  that  it 
is  only  my  opinion,  and  hope  that  I  can 
explain  why  I  like  or  dislike  a  film,  or 
maybe  be  able  to  point  out  flaws  that 
others  might  miss." 

When  giving  his  opinion  of  films, 
Aicardi  is  not  just  "talking  out  of  his  hat.' 


He  has  worked  at  Boston's  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  doing  research  on  cinema,  he 
reads  most  of  the  recognized  movie 
critics,  and  has  studied  most  of  the 
background  textbooks  on  films  that  are  in 
his  own  library. 

"I'd  like  to  think  that  I'm  not  just 
writing  from  my  own  point  of  view,"  he 
said,  "but  rather,  writing  as  someone  who 
has  seen  a  lot  of  films,  who  has  studied 
film,  and  who  enjoys  reading  what  other 
people  have  to  say  about  films." 

Some  of  Aicardi's  favorite  movies  are: 
2001:  A  Space  Odyssey,  Casablanca. 
Manhattan,  Citizen  Kane,  The  Deerhunter 
and  Duck  Soup.  "A  particular  favorite  of 
mine,"  he  said,  "is  Theatre  of  Blood,  star- 
ring Vincent  Price.  In  that  one  Price  plays 
a  crazy  Shakespearian  actor  who  kills  off 
all  the  critics  who  have  panned  his  perfor- 
mances over  the  years." 

"I  think  the  trouble  with  film  criticism 
today,"  said  Aicardi,  "is  that  every  other 


week  someone  says.  'This  film  is  a  master- 
piece.' The  film  that's  a  masterpiece' 
today  isn't  really  a  masterpiece  if  five 
years  from  now  no  one  bothers  to  see  it 
again." 

As  far  as  Aicardi's  future  plans  are  con- 
cerned, he  would  like  to  continue  writing 
reviews.  "I've  known  I  wanted  to  be  a 
critic  since  I  was  in  junior  high."  he  said, 
"and  I  hope  I  can  do  more  reviews  for 
newspapers  after  graduation." 

Aicardi  feels  the  educational  experience 
of  BC  has  been  invaluable.  "When  you 
are  an  English  major,"  he  said,  "you 
always  have  to  defend  your  assertions: 
you  always  have  to  produce  evidence: 
you  always  have  to  give  reasons  why  you 
feel  the  way  you  do. 

"I've  done  it  so  much  over  the  last  four 
years,  that  it  has  become  second  nature  to 
me  now.  It  has  been  a  great  training 
ground  for  a  critic."

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Former  Mr.  FCC  still  tuned  in  to  cable  television 


What  is  life  like  for  the  "Ombudsman 
of  the  Global  Village"  after  his  term  of 
office  is  up? 

From  a  couple  of  visits  with  Charles 
Ferris  '54,  JD'60,  it  doesn't  seem  the 
"Ombudsman,"  as  the  former  Federal 
Communications  Commission  chairman 
was  described  when  he  received  a  BC 
honorary  degree  in  1978,  has  significantly 
diminished  his  involvement  in  the  rapidly 
burgeoning  electronic  nation.  He  is,  in 
fact,  engaged  in  a  very  active  private  law 
practice  specializing  in  communications 
law. 

Just  as  when  he  was  guiding  national 
communications  policy,  his  interests  range 
from  broadcasting  to  cable  TV,  from  pub- 
lishing to  the  telephone  system.  One  of 
his  current  legal  challenges  involves  a 
struggle  between  the  motion  picture 
industry  and  manufacturers  of  videotape 
recorders  over  the  question  of  copying 
programs  off  the  air. 

Consistent  with  the  stands  he  took  as 
FCC  chairman,  the  stocky,  prematurely 
white-haired  Ferris  advocates  allowing  free 
market  forces  to  prevail.  "The  market 
works,"  he  was  quoted  as  saying  in  a 
recent  Boston  Globe  story  in  which  he 
argued  against  further  government  regula- 
tion of  the  videocassette  recorder 
industry.  "I  submit  that  we  shouldn't  gum 
up  the  marketplace." 

Ferris  was  widely  credited  with  being  a 
prime  mover  in  opening  up  the  potential 
of  cable  television  during  his  FCC  chair- 
manship. A  physics  major  as  an  under- 
graduate, he  possessed  an  unusually  apt 
combination  of  legal  and  scientific  training 
to  accomplish  that  task.  Political  skills, 
acquired  early  in  his  Dorchester 
upbringing,  are  also  often  cited  as  factors 
that  helped  make  his  FCC  chairmanship 
one  of  the  most  effective  ever. 

His  term— from  1978  to  1981— was  also 
notable  in  that  there  were  no  less  than 
three  FCC  commissioners  with  BC  law 
degrees  at  the  time.  The  others  were  his 
1961  law  classmate  Anne  Jones,  who  is 
still  on  the  commission,  and  Joseph 
Fogarty  '59.  The  simultaneous  service  of 
three  commissioners — out  of  seven — from 
one  law  school  is  a  first  in  FCC  history, 
but  that  fact  didn't  guarantee  harmony. 

"1  didn't  always  agree  with  Charlie," 
said  Jones,  a  University  trustee  who 
earned  her  BA  from  BC's  Evening  College 
in  1958,  "but  I  think  he  will  be 


remembered  as  one  of  the  finest  FCC 
chairmen.  He  really  did  provide  strong 
leadership,  and  was  a  definite  force  in 
getting  things  done.  He  was  pro- 
competitive  and  believed  in  market  forces, 
but  he  was  also  very  conscious  of  minori- 
ty ownership  and  participation.  He 
doesn't  have  a  bigoted  bone  in  his 
body — except  possibly  against  Repub- 
licans and  stupid  people." 

High  praise  from  Ms.  Jones,  herself  an 
avowed  Republican,  but  one  who  asserts 
she  "talks  the  same  language"  as  Ferris, 
largely  the  lingo  of  their  common  Irish- 
Catholic  backgrounds  and  education. 

They  share  not  only  memories  of  BC 
philosophy  and  epistemology  courses,  but 
also  rich  experiences  in  legal  practice  and 
public  service.  Ferris  began  working  in 
Washington  in  1963,  after  three  years 
spent  mainly  at  sea  as  a  Navy  chief 
engineering  officer  aboard  a  destroyer. 

His  first  position  was  a  prime  political 
training  ground  as  an  associate  general 
counsel  to  senate  majority  leader  Mike 
Mansfield.  "I  was  very  fortunate,"  says 
Ferris.  "Senator  Mansfield  was  a  prince  of 
a  man  with  great  personal  integrity  and 
intellectual  honesty.  In  13  years  of 
working  with  him,  I  was  never  once 
treated  in  an  unprofessional  way.  You 
never  realize  until  afterwards  how  influen- 


tial the  people  you  work  for  are.  You 
absorb  a  lot  of  their  values." 

After  Mansfield  retired,  Ferris  moved 
into  another  key  role  as  general  counsel  to 
Thomas  P.  "Tip"  O'Neill  '36,  in  his  first 
year  as  Speaker  of  the  House.  Having 
absorbed  that  experience,  with  the  man  he 
calls  "the  best  political  animal  I've  ever 
run  into,"  he  was  appointed  FCC  commis- 
sioner in  1978. 

Realizing  immediately  the  commission 
was  dominated  by  the  broadcast  industry 
it  was  responsible  for  regulating,  Ferris  set 
out  to  break  the  pattern. 

"It  wasn't  courageous,  it  just  made 
sense,"  Ferris  says  of  the  expansion  of 
cable  television  into  markets  that  were 
once  the  network's  well-protected  turf.  "I 
didn't  see  why  the  government  should  be 
picking  winners  and  losers  in  broadcasting 
when  viewers  are  able  to  get  better  ser- 
vices through  competition." 

Now  representing  such  companies  as 
Cablevision,  which  last  year  won  the 
exclusive  contract  to  provide  cable  televi- 
sion to  Boston,  Ferris  is  even  more 
enthusiastic  about  the  industry's  oppor- 
tunity to  open  up  the  nation's  com- 
munication process. 

"There's  going  to  be  the  capacity  to 
change  the  whole  dynamic  about  how 
people  make  judgments  on  the  world 
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around  them,"  he  says.  "With  cable's 
many  channels,  individuals  will  have 
more  power  to  regulate  their  own  infor- 
mation and  the  role  of  the  networks  as 
determiners  of  taste  will  be  diminished. 
What  the  networks  have  done  has  been 
remarkable,  but  the  new  diversity  will 
make  cities  like  Boston  even  more  vibrant 
places  to  live." 

Ferris  is  particularly  hopeful  the  intro- 
duction of  cable  television  to  Boston  will 
effect  social  change — in  the  form  of 
political,  cultural  and  educational  interac- 
tion— of  a  different  magnitude  than  ever 
before. 

"The  universities  in  Boston  will  provide 
a  natural  source  of  programming,"  he 
remarks.  "The  whole  city  will  benefit  by 
that  as  they  will  by  the  dialogue  between 
neighborhoods  that  cable  will  provide.  I 
have  great  expectations  the  people  of 
Boston  will  make  it  work.  I  think  it's 
great  when  the  new  technologies  can 
allow  people  to  participate  and  therefore 
have  more  faith  in  the  governing  process." 

As  the  law  firm  in  which  he's  a  part- 
ner—Mintz,  Levin,  Cohn,  Ferris,  Glovsky 
and  Popeo— has  offices  in  both  Wash- 
ington and  Boston,  Ferris  divides  his  time 
nearly  equally  between  the  two  cities. 
Robert  Popeo,  another  BC  Law  '61 
classmate,  is  also  a  partner  in  the  firm. 

Of  the  new  experience  of  working  in  a 
private  sector  law  firm,  Ferris  says,  'It's 
far  more  exciting  than  I'd  envisioned.  I've 
been  accused  of  being  a  workaholic,  but  I 
like  to  build  things  and  we're  in  the  pro- 
cess of  building  the  best  law  firm  we  can. 
Eighty-five  percent  of  my  clients  are  in  the 
communications  field  and  I'm  very  com- 
fortable with  that." 

Maintaining  that  he  has  enjoyed  all  of 
his  varied  jobs,  Ferris  is  the  kind  of  per- 
son who  manages  change  effectively 
because  he  is  so  adaptable.  In  his 
Washington  office,  two  blocks  from  the 
White  House  and  an  hour  from  his  Mount 
Vernon,  Va.,  home,  a  poster  his  daughter 
Caroline,  a  BC  junior,  had  given  him 
seemed  to  sum  up  his  flexible  view  of  the 
world.  It  portrays  a  mournful-looking 
gorilla  saying,  "Just  when  I  thought  I 
knew  all  life's  answers,  they  changed  all 
the  questions!" 

Talking  to  Charlie  Ferris,  you  get  the 
sense  he'll  always  be  able  to  come  up  with 
new  answers.

The  spirit  wills 

When  Mark  Yamazaki  '85  left  his  fam- 
ily in  Tokyo  almost  six  years  ago  to 
attend  school  in  the  US,  his  mother  sighed 
with  worry  as  she  watched  her  son  walk 
onto  the  plane.  "I  was  always  so  active 
and  into  everything,"  he  recently  recalled, 
"especially  sports.  I  couldn't  be  separated 
from  sports. 

"I  liked  my  English  studies,  but  I  liked 
swimming,  water  polo,  skiing,  wrestling, 
football  and  judo  more." 

Several  years  ago,  Yamazaki  suffered  a 
near  fatal  spinal  injury.  A  little  more  than 
two  years  ago,  he  wasn't  as  fortunate. 
During  his  junior  year  at  Northfield  High 
School,  Yamazaki  fell  out  a  window  and 
was  severely  injured.  He  is  crippled  for 
life  from  the  waist  down.  His  mother 
sighed  again,  he  said,  but  this  time  with  a 
sort  of  "relief." 

"My  mother  said,    I'm  almost  glad 
you're  paralyzed,  Mark,  because  now  you 
won't  do  as  much.'  But,"  he  said  with  a 
laugh,  "she  was  wrong." 

Yamazaki  participates  on  a  wheelchair 
sports  team,  is  training  for  the  Boston 
Marathon,  and  plays  basketball  regularly. 
He  has  plans  for  cross-country  travel  this 
summer,  plays  bass  guitar  and  saxophone, 
and  has  developed  an  interest  in 
photography. 

A  stocky  man,  wearing  a  baggy  sweat- 
shirt, faded  jeans,  thick  white  socks  and 
Puma  tennis  shoes,  he  carries  his  North- 
field  High  jacket  and  his  red  sports  bag  on 
his  lap  and  looks  ready  for  a  work-out  at 
the  Recreation  Complex.  But  Yamazaki's 
activity  is  not  limited  to  the  physical. 

This  year,  his  translation  of  Richie 
(Bantam  Books,  1971),  by  Thomas 
Thompson,  the  story  of  a  father-son  con- 
flict over  drugs,  appeared  on  the  shelves 
in  Japanese  bookstores,  printed  by  Shuei- 
Sha  Publishers  of  Tokyo.  The  translation, 
as  well  as  the  story,  has  been  highly 
praised. 

"The  book  has  been  selling  well,  to 
both  young  and  old,"  Yamazaki  said. 
Several  reviewers  have  named  it  "book  of 
the  month." 

The  book's  buyers,  he  said,  would  be 
surprised  if  they  knew  he  was  crippled. 
The  handicapped,  he  said,  are  the  subject 
of  stigma  in  Japan. 


"Very  few  understand.  Special  schools 
for  the  handicapped  are  not  available. 
Public  streets  are  bad.  There  are  steps 
everywhere."  The  handicapped  are  not 
expected  to  accomplish  anything,  he  said. 
and  generally  don't. 

When  the  publishers  contracted  Richie. 
they  wanted  to  use  Yamazaki  s  condition 
as  an  "advertisement    for  the  book.  He 
refused  to  allow  it.    The  stop.-  of  Richie 
was  good  enough  in  itself.  I  wanted  to  see 
if  it  would  sell  itself. 

And  it  has.  in  more  than  one  way.  The 
Japanese  love  it.  and  the  publishers  are  so 
impressed  with  Yamazaki  s  style    they 
have  asked  him  to  write  a  series  of  essays 
on  "interesting  Americans. "  Yamazaki  is 
happy  about  that.  He  said  he  likes  writing 
more  than  translating.  He  has  completed 
and  submitted  10  essays  already. 

Richie  is  the  true  story  of  a  conflict 
between  a  young  boy  and  his  father  over 
the  boy's  involvement  in  drugs  during 
high  school.  The  story  ends  tragically 
when  the  father  guns  down  his  17-year- 
old  son  in  the  midst  of  an  argument. 

Yamazaki  decided  to  translate  the  book 
because  he  felt  the  Japanese  would  be 
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interested  in  the  story,  but  also  for  per- 
sonal reasons.  Although  he  has  been  a 
student  in  the  US  since  he  was  15  years 
old,  he  hears  from  his  parents,  brother 
and  friends  back  home,  that  "lack  of  com- 
munication between  children  and  their 
parents  is  just  now  getting  big  in  Japan. 
Also,  Japan  used  to  have  no  drugs,  but 
drugs  are  getting  big  now  among  the 
young  people." 

Perhaps  the  biggest  incentive  for 
translating  the  book,  however,  is  that 
Yamazaki  sympathized  with  the  main 
character  Richie.  "This  kid  was  also  hand- 
icapped, but  not  like  me.  He  was  mentally 
handicapped— you  know,  he  lacked 


something  inside.  There  are  so  many  peo- 
ple like  that. 

"Richie  was  the  first  book  I  read  after 
my  year  of  treatment  in  the  hospital.  I 
was  glad  I  wasn't  handicapped  in  his  way. 
I'd  rather  be  physically  handicapped.  At 
least  my  handicap  is  not  so  hard  to  cure." 

After  he  returns  from  a  visit  to  his 
family  in  Tokyo  this  summer,  he  plans  to 
travel  cross-country  in  his  van,  attend 
summer  school  and  complete  his  essays 
for  Shuei-Sha  Publishers. 

"I've  always  been  this  way,"  he  said. 
"There  is  never  quite  enough  for  me  to 
do.  I  was  a  real  jock  at  one  time.  Then  I 
couldn't  do  sports.  So  writing  and  trans- 


lating has  helped." 

A  marketing  major  in  SOM,  Yamazaki's 
ambition  is  to  be  a  "writer-businessman." 
His  father,  a  food  processor  and 
distributor,  said  Yamazaki,  is  hoping  to 
expand  his  business  into  America.  He  has 
already  started  selling  products  in  Califor- 
nia. Yamazaki  wants  to  run  his  father's 
business  in  the  US. 

"I  want  the  ending  to  my  own  story  to 
be  really  good  before  I  tell  about  it.  I've 
wanted  to  be  a  businessman  since  I  was  a 
kid.  Maybe  when  I  succeed  in  my  father's 
business,  my  story  will  have  a  good 
ending."

As  a  sportswriter  in  New  York  City, 
Michael  Lupica  '74  makes  his  living,  he 
says,  "by  getting  up  on  my  soapbox  and 
singing  my  song." 

Since  he's  featured  columnist  for  the 
New  York  Daily  News,  that  song  is  seen, 
if  not  heard,  in  1.5  million  households 
four  times  a  week. 

To  those  who  followed  sports  at  BC 
between  1970  and  1974,  Lupica's  success 
has  been  no  great  surprise.  Long  before  he 
graduated,  his  writing  appeared  in  such 
newspapers  as  the  Boston  Globe  and  the 
Phoenix  and  such  magazines  as  World 
Tennis  and  Boston  Magazine. 

Paul  Doherty,  professor  of  English, 
who  taught  Lupica  as  a  senior,  recalled 
the  first  article  Lupica  wrote  for  the 
Heights,  the  BC  student  newspaper: 

"I  remember  the  subject  was  the  driver 
of  the  Zamboni  machine,  the  truck  that 
circles  McHugh  Forum  between  periods  of 
hockey  games,  scraping  the  old  ice  and 
laying  down  a  fresh  coat  of  new  ice.  The 
piece  was  perfect  in  its  kind,  just  as  fine 
as  anything  I  might  read  in  the  Globe  or 
Herald.

"Here  was  a  freshman  at  BC  who  had 
mastered  the  form,  the  angle,  the  tone 
and  the  emotional  range  of  a  rather  tricky 
kind  of  feature  article.  He  would  bear 
watching." 

The  idea  of  becoming  a  sportswriter 
was  in  the  back  of  Lupica's  mind  even 
before  he  arrived  at  BC.  Growing  up  in 
Nashua,  NH,  he  was  paid  $5  a  story  to 
cover  local  high  school  sports  for  the 
Nashua  Telegraph. 

"You  can't  imagine  the  glamour  of 
having  your  own  'byline'  in  the  city  paper 
when  you're  16,"  he  said.  "Nothing  I've 
done  since  then  has  been  quite  so 
thrilling." 

Despite  that  early  thrill,  Lupica  still 
thinks  of  the  Heights  as  the  place  where 
his  career  was  launched.  "What  the 
Heights  allowed  me  to  do  was  experiment 
with  various  writing  styles  while  the 
pressure  was  off.  That's  a  situation  very 
hard  to  find  after  college." 

Following  graduation,  Lupica  decided  to 
free-lance  rather  than  begin  at  the  bottom 
of  a  newspaper  sports  staff.  "I'd  seen 
enough  of  high  school  sports  already.  I 
also  decided  that  I  wasn't  going  to  write 
about  something  I  wasn't  genuinely  inter- 
ested in." 

Tennis  was  one  of  the  things  he  was 
genuinely  interested  in.  Ironically,  soon 
after  his  articles  on  Wimbledon  and  the 
US  Open  appeared  in  the  Washington 


Star,  several  dailies  offered  him  perma- 
nent staff  positions.  In  1975,  he  joined  the 
New  York  Post  and  was  hired  by  the 
Daily  News  in  1977. 

"Sports  are  a  spectacle  that  often  cap- 
ture our  imagination  in  ways  that  can't 
fully  be  explained  by  simple  curiosity  or 
interest  in  who  won  or  lost  a  game," 
Lupica  said.  "My  job  is  to  cover  that 
spectacle,  to  convey  it  with  as  much  force 
and  color  as  I  can." 

"What  my  readers  want  from  me — and 
what  they  get — is  opinion.  I  think  my 
reader  wants  to  compare  his  feeling 
against  mine,  to  agree  or  disagree.  Judging 
from  the  mail  I  get  every  week,  they 
either  want  to  punch  me  or  shake  my 
hand — it's  an  either-or  proposition." 

The  newspaper  column  is  not  Lupica's 
only  medium  for  expression.  He  has  com- 
pleted a  screenplay,  regularly  appears  on 
ESPN's  sports  talk  show  "Sports  Forum," 
and  has  also  been  a  guest  host  on  the 
sports  segment  of  ABC's  "World  News 
Tonight." 

For  the  moment,  though,  Mike  Lupica 
likes  where  he  is.  "I  think  the  hardest 
thing  to  do  in  journalism  is  find  a  voice.  I 
think  I've  found  mine  lately  and  I  think 
I'd  like  to  enjoy  it  for  a  while  before  I 
begin  another  song."

Over  the  past  decade,  the  Boston  public 
schools  have  been  a  microcosm  of  prob- 
lems facing  public  education  across  the 
country 

Whatever  educational  malfunction 
you're  looking  for,  the  BPS  has  felt  it: 
racism,  busing,  "white  flight,"  teacher 
strikes,  layoffs,  school  closings,  and,  most 
recently,  cutbacks  in  funding  as  a  result  of 
the  passage  of  Proposition  2  1/2,  which 
limited  property  tax  assessments  in  the 
state. 

Near  the  center  of  the  storm  sits  Jean 
Sullivan  McKeigue  NC'68,  president  of 
the  Boston  School  Committee,  a  group  of 
five  individuals  elected  at  large  by 
Boston's  citizens.  The  function  of  the 
committee  is  to  create  educational  policy 
for  the  city's  124  schools  and  58,500 
students,  grades  K-14. 

McKeigue  comes  by  her  interest  in 
public  education  honestly.  She  was  a 
school  teacher  in  Chicago  and  holds  a 
master's  degree  in  education  from  Colum- 
bia University;  her  husband  Joseph  was 
principal  of  a  Boston  elementary  school; 
her  sister,  Kathleen  Sullivan  Alioto,  was  a 
committee  member  from  1975-79  and 
president  in  1977;  and  her  four  children, 
ages  6-12,  attend  Boston  public  schools. 

Daughter  of  William  Sullivan  '37,  presi- 
dent of  the  New  England  Patriots, 
McKeigue  has  since  1976  been  active  in 
the  school  system  as  a  volunteer  in 
system-wide  areas  of  concern  as  well  as  in 
her  home  neighborhood  of  Jamaica  Plain. 

A  second-term  member  of  the  commit- 
tee, McKeigue,  35,  drew  wide  support 
from  around  the  city  in  last  November's 
election,  garnering  the  second-highest  vote 
total.  Vice  president  of  the  committee  dur- 
ing her  first  term,  and  chairperson  of  the 
search  committee  that  selected  Robert 
Spillane  superintendent  of  schools  in  1981, 
she  was  elected  president  of  the  committee 
by  a  3-2  vote  of  its  members. 

"People  say  public  education  is  dying  in 
America,"  McKeigue  told  the  Boston 
Globe  when  she  was  elected  president. 
"I'd  like  to  be  able  to  prove  that  Boston 
can  provide  public  education  and  that 
students  in  Boston  can  learn."  Describing 
her  goals,  she  said  they  were  "the  same 
thing  I've  been  talking  about  forever: 
more  parent  involvement... educational 
policymaking... ways  to  be  more  respon- 
sive to  children's  needs." 


In  a  recent  interview,  McKeigue,  who 
puts  in  50-60  hour  weeks  on  her  job, 
noted  two  letters  on  her  desk  from 
parents  who  feel  the  school  system  will  be 
ruined  by  the  scheduled  layoff  of  more 
than  600  teachers  this  summer.  She  said 
that  among  the  largest  problems  faced  by 
the  school  system  was  "the  feeling  of 
helplessness  among  parents.  Parents  here 
have  fought  so  many  battles,  and  they 
feel  they've  wasted  their  energies.  If  we 
can  restore  a  sense  of  involvement  to 
them  then  we'll  have  taken  a  great  step." 

McKeigue  is  optimistic  this  step  can 
occur.  "What  you  have  to  do,"  she  said, 
"is  focus  on  certain  aspects  of  the 
system."  Among  her  highest  priorities  is 
the  organization  of  a  task  force  on  public 
education,  which  would  draw  individuals 
from  many  areas  of  expertise  to  consider 
Boston's  problems  and  propose  solutions. 
Another  is  reorganizing  the  structure  of 
the  school  system  so  that  individual 
schools  would  manage  themselves.  This 
would  allow  parents  to  work  directly  with 
their  neighborhood  schools. 

"Boston's  schools  have  been  facing  crisis 
after  crisis,"  said  McKeigue.  "My  hope  is 
that  the  crises  have  passed,  and  now  we 


will  be  able  to  start  concentrating  on 
education,  as  opposed  to  court  ordered 
busing,  or  fiscal  problems." 

McKeigue  said  too  that  Boston's  schools 
have  a  worse  reputation  than  they 
deserve.  "When  function  halls  find  that 
BPS  children  are  coming,  the  immediate 
reaction  is  to  put  on  more  police.  After- 
wards, they  often  call  us  to  say  how  sur- 
prised they  were  the  kids  were  so  well 
behaved. 

"You  always  hear  about  the  bad  stuff, 
but  you  don't  always  hear  about  the  good 
stuff."  The  result  is,  she  said,  "many 
parents  just  pull  out  and  send  their 
children  to  private  schools." 

McKeigue  said  she  has  never  regretted 
her  deep  involvement  in  Boston's  school 
system.  "Though  if  I  had  my  choice  about 
when  I  could  be  president  of  the  School 
Committee  I  probably  wouldn't  choose 
this  time. 

"Dealing  with  problems  like  the  racial 
animosity  that  results  from  laying  off 
white  teachers  with  12  years  of  service, 
and  retaining  young  black  teachers — that's 
the  kind  of  thing  I  don't  think  anybody 
would  want  to  deal  with."

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WOMEN'S  TENNIS: 

After  'best  season  ever/ 

it's  up  to  Division  I 

For  women's  tennis,  it  was  the  best 
season  ever — and  it  came  just  in  time. 

After  finishing  third  in  the  Greater 
Boston  championships,  in  the  state,  and 
(tied  with  Yale)  in  the  New  England 
championships,  the  Eagles  scored  the  big- 
gest victory  ever  in  women's  tennis  at  the 
Heights,  winning  the  AIAW  (Association 
of  intercollegiate  Athletics  for  Women) 
Eastern  Regional  Championships  for  Divi- 
sion II  at  West  Chester,  Pa.  That  victory 
earned  them  a  berth  in  the  National 
AIAW  Championships  in  Colorado, 
where  they  placed  13th  among  26  teams. 

Those  tournaments,  however,  will  be 
the  Eagles'  last  in  Division  II,  as  next  year 
they'll  jump  to  the  NCAA  and  Division  I. 
This  year's  accomplishments  serve  as  a 
helpful  stepping  stone  for  such  a  move, 
which  could  prove  difficult.  Last  fall,  the 
women  finished  with  an  8-4  record,  while 
their  spring  season  ended  up  3-3.  Six  of 
the  seven  losses,  though,  were  to  Division 
I  teams. 

"The  schedule  really  won't  change  a 
lot,"  said  coach  Howard  Singer,  "except 
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that  playing  in  Division  I  will  give  the 
women  more  exposure.  We've  added  Syr- 
acuse, a  powerful  team,  to  our  schedule, 
and  we're  also  trying  to  get  Yale,  but 
otherwise,  we'll  be  competing  against 
essentially  the  same  teams." 

At  the  regionals,  BC  was  led  by 
sophomore  Bernadette  Diaz,  of  Potts- 
town,  Pa.,  who  won  the  first  singles 
flight.  Other  flight  winners  were  freshman 
Nanette  Hansen,  of  West  Orange,  N.J.,  at 
6th  singles,  and  sophomores  Ester  Viti,  of 
Highland  Park,  111.,  and  Julie  Sheridan,  of 
Greenwich,  Ct.,  in  the  2d  doubles  flight. 

Sheridan,  who  was  undefeated  during 
the  spring  season,  also  placed  fifth  at  2d 
singles,  while  Viti  placed  sixth  at  3d 
singles.  Junior  co-captains  Liz  Ingrassio 
and  Karen  Santaniello  lost  in  the  finals  of 
the  3d  doubles  flight.  Ingrassia  also  fin- 
ished 5th  at  4th  singles,  while  freshman 
Lynne  Frates  placed  6th  at  5th  singles. 
The  first  doubles  team  of  Diaz  and  Frates 
placed  third. 

Diaz,  Hansen,  Sheridan  and  Viti  were 
each  named  to  the  All-East  team. 

In  the  nationals,  the  luck  of  the  draw 
did  BC  in  early.  The  Eagles  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  draw  either  the  first  or  second 
seeded  player  in  five  of  the  nine  flights. 
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Only  Hansen  (third  in  her  singles  flight) 
and  the  doubles  team  of  Viti  and  Sheridan 
(second  round  losers  in  the  main  draw) 
were  able  to  score  points. 

Looking  to  the  Division  I  challenge 
ahead,  Singer  is  realistic  about  his  team's 
chances.  "Team  invitations  to  post-season 
tournaments  are  not  likely  next  year,"  he 
admits,  "although,  with  the  caliber  of 
players  on  our  team,  I'm  sure  that  certain 
individuals  will  receive  at-large  bids." 

Some  of  those  at-large  bids  are  likely  to 
go  to  new  faces.  Singer  is  ecstatic  about 
junior-to-be  Chris  Cunniff,  a  transfer 
from  Rollins  College.  Cunniff,  a  Quincy 
native,  is  ranked  among  the  top  15 
women  nationally,  and  in  mid-June  lost  in 
the  finals  of  the  New  England  Women's 
Tennis  Championship  at  Longwood.  In 
that  same  tournament,  she  teamed  with 
her  sister  to  capture  the  doubles  title. 

Additionally,  Elaine  Power,  daughter  of 
Leo,  director  of  BC's  Space  Data  Analysis 
Laboratory,  will  enroll  as  a  freshman. 
Power  was  ranked  12th  among  New 
England  16-year-olds.  Lynn  Christman, 
15th-ranked  woman  in  the  Eastern  Tennis 
Association,  will  also  enter  as  a  freshman.

Twenty-four  highly  rated  football 
players  will  be  joining  the  Eagles  squad 
this  fall.  In  addition  to  stars  from  the 
local  area  and  East,  two  particularly 
noteworthy  players  from  the  Midwest  will 
also  be  suiting  up. 

The  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  area  is  well- 
known  for  producing  excellent  football 
players,  and  Mark  Gowetski  from  Moeller 
High  School  and  Andy  Hemmer  from 
Elder  are  expected  to  be  further  pillars  of 
that  reputation.  Gowetski,  6-1,  225,  has 
been  rated  by  his  coach  as  the  best  center 
ever  to  play  at  Moeller.  Heavily  recruited 
Hemmer,  6-2,  218,  could  play  either  tight 
end  or  linebacker. 

Bernadette  Diaz  '84.  number  one  on  the  court. 


The  locals  were  not  forgotten.  New 
Eagles  include  Walpole's  Eastern  Mass. 
Division  I  player  of  the  year  Ken  Mori- 
arty,  quarterback,  6-1,  180;  and  wide 
receiver  Joseph  Giaquinto,  5-11,  182,  of 
Winthrop,  North  Shore  player  of  the 
year. 

Only  two  of  the  recruits — Ken  Bell  of 
Greenwich,  Conn.,  and  Troy  Stradford  of 
Linden,  N.J. — are  rated  solely  as  running 
backs.  Bell,  5-11,  180,  was  first  team  all- 
state,  and  Stradford,  5-9,  175,  rushed  for 
over  1,000  yards  as  a  junior  and  senior. 
Both  runners  are  the  speediest  of  the 
recruits,  with  40-yard  dash  times  of  4.5 
seconds,  according  to  BC  coaches.

MEN'S  BASKETBALL: 

Bagley  skips  final  year, 
drafted  in  NBA  first  round 

When  Eagle  basketball  practice  comes 
around  this  fall,  scintillating  guard  John 
Bagley  will  likely  be  far  away,  playing  for 
the  NBA's  Cleveland  Cavaliers. 

In  the  highest  selection  of  a  BC  player 
since  Terry  Driscoll  was  picked  fourth 
overall  in  1969,  Bagley  was  the  12th 
player  drafted  in  the  first  round  of  the 
NBA  draft  June  29.  Although  he  had  a 
year  of  eligibility  remaining  here,  Bagley 
was  one  of  several  prominent  underclass- 
men to  participate  in  this  year's  NBA 
draft. 

"I'm  happy  with  the  decision  I  made," 
Bagley  told  the  Boston  Globe  following 
the  draft.  "I  never  thought  of  leaving  BC 
until  I  was  convinced  I  had  a  good  chance 
of  going  high  in  the  draft. 

"I  felt  there  was  a  lot  of  room  in  the 
league  for  a  playmaking  guard  such  as 
myself.  It  was  a  good  time  for  me  to 
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lohn  Bagley  in  action. 


come  out.  I  have  a  real  good  opportunity 
with  Cleveland.  I  have  a  lot  to  give." 

Bagley  gave  a  lot  of  thrills  to  BC  fans 
during  his  three  years  playing  for  the 
Eagles.  The  following  data  provided  by 
Sports  Information  Director  Reid  Oslin 
are  simply  some  of  the  statistical  informa- 
tion about  Bagley;  they  convey  none  of 
the  excitement  generated  by  his  play. 

Leading  scorer  for  three  seasons,  Bagley 
played  in  every  BC  basketball  game  over 
that  time  frame,  and  the  Eagles'  record 
was  64  wins  and  27  losses.  Bagley  scored 
in  double  figures  in  65  of  his  last  66  col- 
lege games.  He  is  the  fourth  all-time 
scorer  in  BC  history  with  1,629  career 
points.  He  scored  30  or  more  points  six 
times  in  his  career,  putting  in  35  in  the 
1981  NCAA  tournament  game  against 
Wake  Forest  and  equaling  that  in  1982 
against  St.  John's. 

Bagley  led  the  Big  East  Conference  in 
scoring  in  1981  (21.8  ppg)  and  finished 
second  in  1982  (22.9).  He  hit  all  16  free 
throws  given  him  in  a  1981  game  against 
Villanova,  a  BC  record.  He  was  26th  in 
the  nation  in  scoring  in  1982.

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You  don't 
need  to  be 
a  liberal 
to  like  Bob  Drinan

A  Boston  journalist  likes  to  tell  about 
the  first  time  he  met  Fr.  Drinan  17  years 
ago. 

A  new  reporter  in  town,  he  was  having 
dinner  at  the  old  57  Carver  in  Boston 
with  a  colorful  local  political  operative. 
Between  introductions  to  the  real  and 
imagined  powers  who  frequented  the  rest- 
aurant, the  reporter  took  with  grains  of 
salt  on  his  excellent  roast  beef  the  pol's 
lengthy  briefing  on  the  woof  and  warp  of 
the  city:  where  to  get  a  drink  after  mid- 
night (closing  time  in  effect  those  days); 
how  to  navigate  one-way  streets  on  Bea- 
con Hill  (most  of  which  go  in  opposite 
directions  now);  what  Yastrzemski  was 
really  like  (a  prima  donna,  some  said,  not 
the  Captain  Carl  of  today). 

Talk  returned  to  politics,  if  it  ever 
really  left,  and  eventually  to  civil  rights, 
which  the  reporter  had  been  covering  for 
a  national  magazine  in  Washington.  The 
pol's  color  rose,  and  his  rhetoric  with  it, 
as  he  launched  into  a  caricature  of  a  racist 
sheriff  so  complete,  except  for  the  Boston 
accent,  that  years  later  it  could  have  got- 
ten him  a  role  in  a  Burt  Reynolds  movie. 
The  only  thing  was,  he  was  serious. 

Despairing  of  finishing  his  dinner  in 
peace,  the  reporter  was  puzzled  by  the 
sudden  end  of  the  diatribe  across  the 
table.  The  pol  got  up  and  stared  in  the 
direction  of  the  entrance.  Coming  toward 
their  table,  led  by  the  maitre  d'.  was  a

small  party  including  a  priest  who 
couldn't  take  more  than  a  few  steps 
without  some  diner  reaching  out  to  shake 
his  hand.  Smiling,  chatting  briefly,  the 
priest  tried  to  keep  up  with  his  friends. 
The  pol  gingerly  became  a  roadblock  in 
the  priest's  path  and  tugged  at  the 
reporter's  elbow  to  get  him  on  his  feet. 

In  the  introduction  that  followed,  the 
reporter  picked  upon  the  priest's  name  as 
that  of  the  increasingly  well-known  civil 
rights  advocate,  and  he  braced  for  a  con- 
frontation between  diametrically  opposite 
viewpoints.  Instead  the  pol  displayed  the 
charm  that  had  originally  led  the  reporter 
to  chance  combining  dinner  with  an  infor- 
mal background  interview. 

The  priest  gave  the  reporter  a  firm 
handshake,  congenially  welcomed  him  to 
Boston  and  resumed  the  gauntlet  of  well- 
wishers  along  the  path  to  his  table. 

When  he  was  out  of  earshot,  the  pol 
leaned  forward  confidentially  at  the  table, 
and  the  reporter  anticipated  a  resumption 
of  hostilities.  What  the  pol  said  about  the 
dean  of  Boston  College  Law  School, 
however,  was:  "Brilliant  man... steel-trap 
mind.    To  the  reporter's  utter  amazement, 
not  a  scintilla  of  disapprobation  for  Fr. 
Drinan  followed.  Equally  astonishing,  the 
pol  then  picked  up  where  he  had  left  off 
on  his  opposition  to  the  civil  rights 
movement. 


On  Chestnut  Hill  for  the  40th 
reunion  of  his  class  this  spring, 
Robert  Frederick  Drinan,  SJ,  chuckled 
when  he  heard  the  anecdote  for  the  first 
time.  He  had  no  more  of  an  insight  into 
the  paradoxical  pol  than  the  reporter  had. 
Chairman  of  the  advisory  committee  of 
the  US  Civil  Rights  Commission  .- 
in  the  early  period  of  desegregation,  he  is 
now  president  of  Americans  for 
Democratic  Action  and  more  in  the 
forefront  than  ever  on  an  array  of  human 
rights  issues. 

Would  he  expect  a  similarly  warm 
greeting  from  that  conservative  pol  if  the 
meeting  were  to  occur  today?    Yes.    he 
responds,  with  a  droll  smile,    with  a  little 
more  reverence.' 

Bob  Drinan  in  person  reveals  a  sense  of 
humor  that  might  surprise  those  familiar 
only  with  the  television  appearances  in 
which  he  delivers  icy  blasts  of  relentless 
facts,  figures  and  opinion.  A  vintage  inci- 
dent occurred  in  the  1972  Democratic 
Convention  in  Miami  when  an  NBC-TY 
correspondent  on  the  floor  made  the  mis- 
take of  poking  an  uninvited  microphone 
into  the  Massachusetts  delegation  s  midst. 
Fr.  Drinan  announced  in  no  uncertain 
terms  that  he  would  not  interrupt  a 
caucus  for  an  interview,  turned  his  back 
on  the  camera  and  left  a  befuddled 
newsman  groping  for  an  exit  line.  Fr. 
Drinan  thus  became  the  only  politician  in 


memory  to  turn  down  painless  national 
television  coverage  before  a  live  audience. 

Lest  this  display  be  construed  as  self- 
importance,  his  response  to  a  question 
from  a  Time  Magazine  correspondent  last 
fall  should  be  recalled.  When  asked  by  the 
woman  what  was  in  his  10  years  of  Con- 
gressional files,  which  he  donated  to 
Boston  College  last  December,  Fr.  Drinan 
snapped:  "Junk." 

This  capacity  for  unswerving  sense  and 
disarming  nonsense  is  evident  throughout 
conversations  with  Fr.  Drinan.  The 
impression  gained  is  one  of  great  spirit, 
will  and  vitality.  He's  given  to  dashing  up 
the  steps  to  Bapst  Library  when  the 
Boston  College  Magazine  photographer 
suggests  a  picture  there.  He  scoffs  good- 
naturedly  at  a  request  to  be  seated  for  a 
picture  on  a  bench  alongside  Linden  Lane, 
but  goes  along  with  it.  There  is  about  him 
the  indefatigable  anti-war  horse,  champ- 
ing at  the  bit,  restless  to  get  back  into  the 
fray. 

A  glance  at  his  schedule  of  activity  rein- 
forces che  imagery.  Within  a  week's  time 
he  can  be  addressing  the  Society  of  Law 
Teachers  of  America  in  Philadelphia  and 
participating  in  a  human  rights  conference 
in  Lima,  Peru.  Speaking  on  individual 
rights  before  an  American  Bar  Association 
audience  in  Chicago  one  night,  he  is 
honored  by  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  in  Atlanta  the  next.  Within  a  few 
weeks  he  has  spoken  before  Unitarians  in 
New  York,  the  Jewish  Society  of  Prince- 
ton University  and  a  congregation  at  the 
Catholic  Cathedral  in  Brooklyn. 

Days  after  his  visit  to  BC  in  May,  he 
was  scheduled  to  go  to  South  Africa  for 
the  International  Council  of  Jurists  as  an 
observer  at  the  trial  of  several  Lutheran 
ministers  who  had  been  charged  by  the 
government  with  acts  of  terrorism.  He 
saw  the  trial  being  used  as  a  "showcase"  if 
"they  [the  South  African  government]  get 
away  with  it." 

Despite  the  non-stop  full-gallop  of  his 
public  service,  he  doesn't  allow  his 
courses  to  suffer  at  Georgetown  Univer- 
sity Law  Center,  where  he  is  a  professor 
of  law.  One  way  he  stayed  on  top  of  the 
constitutional  law  course  he  taught  last

semester  was  taking  his  academic  work 
with  him:  he  brought  108  final  exams  to 
grade  between  reunion  events  at  Boston 
College.  He  is  preparing  for  the  course  on 
arms  control  and  disarmament  that  he'll 
teach  in  the  fall,  and  calls  the  global 
nuclear  weapon  situation  "theater  of  the 
absurd." 

While  applauded  by  many,  his  career 
receives  cooler  receptions  or  heated 
criticism  from  others,  a  reality  he  is  aware 
of  and  shrugs  off.  "Different  people  have 
different  versions  of  what  a  priest  should 
be,"  he  observes.  "Some  want  us  to  be 
Bing  Crosby."  Grinning  at  the  notion,  he 
adds:  "He's  before  my  time." 

The  61-year-old  Boston  native  has 
been  a  Jesuit  since  1942,  the  year  he 
received  his  BA  at  the  University.  He  has 
been  a  priest  since  1953,  following  studies 
that  led  to  his  MA  here  and  LLB  and  LLM 
at  Georgetown  University  Law  Center. 
His  ThD  came  at  the  Gregorian  University 
in  Rome. 

Why  did  he  become  a  Jesuit?  "Vocation 
is  a  big  mystery,"  he  reflects.  "One  is 
called  and  chosen."  The  process  that 
would  bring  him  to  the  order  and  to 
public  service  took  place  at  the  Univer- 
sity, which  had  "a  profound  impact"  on 
him.  He  recalls  the  annual  retreat  as  for- 
mative and  his  education  as  "very  good." 
There  is  a  glow  of  appreciation  in  the 
teacher's  voice  as  he  clicks  off  the  courses 
of  his  student  years:  "philosophy, 
theology,  Greek,  Latin,  German,  math 
and  English,"  the  last  of  which  he  majored 
in. 

When  he  is  not  on  a  whirlwind  tour  of 
public  service  and  speaking,  which  he  sees 
as  "fulfilling  the  mandate  of  the  Church" 
toward  society,  he  resides  in  modest 
quarters  at  the  Georgetown  Jesuit  com- 


munity. His  day  begins  early  with  prayers 
from  his  breviary  and  he  regularly  joins 
other  Jesuits  there  in  celebrating  Mass. 

An  especially  dramatic  example  of  his 
fidelity  to  the  priesthood  came  in  1980 
when  the  Pope  instructed  Fr.  Drinan  to 
resign  from  office  as  US  Representative 
from  the  fourth  Massachusetts  district. 
Some  wondered  whether  he  would  remain 
a  Congressman  or  a  priest.  Was  there  ever 
any  question  in  his  mind?  "No,"  Father 
Drinan  says,  without  hesitation.  Other 
than  that  the  only  comment  he  has  on  the 
subject  is  that  he  felt  "pain  and  regret." 

The  day  he  announced  his  decision  to 
resign  in  compliance  with  the  papal  direc- 
tive, President  Monan  captured  the  Uni- 
versity's esteem  for  Fr.  Drinan  when  he 
said  of  his  Congressional  career  that  he 
"at  all  times  endeavored  with  sincerity  to 
promote  causes  of  moral  concern  to  peo- 
ple." Fr.  Monan  continued  by  outlining 
the  mission  of  the  Jesuits:  "It  has  been 
part  of  Jesuit  spirituality  to  use  almost 
every  form  of  human  accomplishment, 
whether  in  the  arts,  the  sciences  of  in 
various  forms  of  public  service,  to  pro- 
mote the  integral  good  of  people." 

Fr.  Drinan  emphasizes  he  had  no 
spiritual-intellectual  conflict  in  obeying 
the  Pope  and  leaving  the  political  arena 
where  for  10  years  he  was  viewed  as  one 
of  the  most  industrious  and  effective  Con- 
gressmen around. 

His  particular  admiration  for  the  late 
Supreme  Court  Chief  Justice  Earl  Warren 
reflects  the  importance  Fr.  Drinan  places 
on  adherence  to  reason.  Warren  had  been 
appointed  to  the  high  bench  as  a  conser- 
vative by  President  Eisenhower,  but  when 
many  saw  Warren  Court  decisions  on 
civil  rights  and  due  process  under  the  law 
as  heretical,  Eisenhower  expressed  regret 
over  his  choice. 

The  Warren  Court  "changed  our  lives," 
Fr.  Drinan  stated.  "Warren  used  the  law 
as  a  form  of  moral  architecture.  He  wasn't 
expressing  his  personal  beliefs.  Law  has  a 
great  equalizing  tendency,  a  liberalizing 
tendency.  That's  why  law  school  faculties 
are  liberal." 

Pope  John  XXIII  is  another  "who 


changed  our  lives  as  much  as  anybody, 
with  Vatican  II." 

Whether  directed  at  him  or  issuing  from 
him,  Fr.  Drinan  deals  briskly  with  both 
praise  and  denunciation.  He  has  no  dif- 
ficulty, in  and  out  of  print,  referring  to 
President  Reagan  as  a  "radical  extremist" 
and  a  "dangerous  man."  Why?  "Because 
he  is,"  Fr.  Drinan  replies,  and  he  cites  the 
Administration's  non-military  budget  cuts, 
civil  rights  record  and  anti-trust  policies  as 
reasons  for  this  characterization  of  the 
President. 

Whether  one  agrees  with  Fr. 
Drinan,  he  can  hardly  be  accused 
of  waffling  in  the  face  of  his  opposition. 
When  he  addressed  the  BC  Law  School 
commencement  in  1974,  impeachment 
hearings  in  the  House  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee had  been  underway  for  two  weeks. 
Among  the  Law  School  graduates  was  the 
daughter  of  attorney  James  St.  Clair.  Fr. 
Drinan's  topic:  "The  moral  role  of  the 
lawyer."  He  grins  impishly  at  the  thought 
of  President  Nixon's  counsel  stuck  in  an 
audience  as  his  judiciary  committee  adver- 
sary lectures  on  legal  ethics. 

It  was  Fr.  Drinan  who  had  filed  the  first 
impeachment  charge,  in  connection  with 
US  bombing  of  Cambodia,  on  July  31, 
1973.  Memorable  as  that  historic  event  is, 
Fr.  Drinan  also  recalls  immediately  a  vote 
that  earned  him  respect  from  an  unlikely 
corner.  He  voted  against  the  impeachment 
article  involving  questions  about  President 
Nixon's  income  taxes.  At  a  speaking 
engagement  some  time  later  a  man  came 
up  to  him  and  announced:  "When  you 
voted  that  way,  I  knew  you  were  objec- 
tive." Fr.  Drinan  was  especially  interested 
in  the  response,  because  it  came  from  a 
"Fitchburg  Republican." 

There  have  been  other  times  when  Fr. 
Drinan  found  himself  in  the  eye  of  a 
storm  raging  from  the  left  to  the  right  of 
the  political  spectrum.  Once  such  instance 
was  the  furor  over  the  criminal  code  revi- 
sion on  which  he  worked  with  Sen. 
Edward  M.  Kennedy  for  18  months  in  the 
late  1970s.  Their  objective,  for  which  they 
received  unexpected  assistance  from  con- 
servative Sen.  Strom  Thurmond,  was  to

standardize  the  code  nationally  to  prevent 
a  person  in  Sacramento  from  facing  one 
penalty  for  a  crime  punishable  by  an 
entirely  different  penalty  in  Maine. 
Liberals  and  conservatives  alike  assailed 
the  legislation  as  either  too  strict  or  two 
lenient,  and  Fr.  Drinan  believes 
obstinance  more  than  reason  prevailed. 

The  plan  floundered  after  its  champion 
left  the  Congress,  and  he  is  "afraid  it  is 
dead."  Some  consolation,  however,  comes 
from  the  fact  that  35  states  have  codified 
their  statutes  along  the  lines  of  the  Drinan 
proposal  and  others  are  expected  to 
follow. 

How  does  he  deal  with  such  disappoint- 
ment? By  continuing  undaunted  in  his 
belief  that  education  is  an  answer:  "I  keep 
trying  to  explain!"  he  responds,  with  eyes 
and  smile  flashing. 

Indeed  Fr.  Drinan  the  activist  is  very 
much  Fr.  Drinan  the  teacher,  outside  as 
well  as  inside  the  classroom.  Whether  he 
is  writing  his  regular  column  for  The 
National  Catholic  Reporter,  contributing 
to  America  or  being  interviewed  in  The 
New  York  Times,  The  Machinist,  The 
Daily  Princetonian  and  a  plethora  of 
other  publications  or  television  studios, 
his  observations  are  expressed  with  con- 
siderable dialectical  care:  theories  are 
invariably  juxtaposed  with  facts  or  the 
opinions  of  others. 

In  a  column  decrying  the  nearly  33  per- 
cent cut  in  America's  contribution  to 
UNICEF,  he  devotes  a  good  90  percent  of 
the  copy  to  a  report  of  the  United  Nations 
children's  organization  that  cites  the 
number  of  youngsters  who  will  catch 
polio,  go  blind  or  die  for  lack  of  preven- 
tive medical  care.  The  old  are  not 
neglected  by  him  either  and  his  answers  to 
questioning  by  a  Journal  of  Urban 
Psychiatry  editor  are  filled  with  examples 
of  how  unnecesary  mental  illness  plagues 
the  elderly. 


This  encyclopedic  approach  is  also 
found  in  Fr.  Drinan's  public  speaking. 
He's  not  the  sort  to  soften  up  an  audience 
with  a  funny-thing-happened-on-the-way- 
here  trifle  and  ease  into  his  message.  He 
comes  out  anti-fighting  at  the  bell,  and 
doesn't  stop  throwing  his  rapid  combina- 
tions of  peace-makers  until  he's  back  in 
his  chair. 

Asked  about  the  range  and  depth  of  his 
involvement,  he  once  confessed  to  a  New 
York  Times  reporter:  "My  problem  is  that 
I'm  interested  in  everything." 

And,  he  might  have  added,  one  of  his 
strengths  has  been  his  interest  in  practic- 
ally everyone.  It  led  him  to  "getting 
elected  and  then  reelected  four  times," 
which  is  his  flippant  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion of  what  was  his  greatest  accomplish- 
ment as  a  Congressman. 

As  no-nonsense  as  he  is  in  his  public 
service  stance,  he  is  engaging  in  private. 
What  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  disap- 
pointments (at  least  as  an  undergraduate) 
of  the  four-year  member  of  the  Boston 
College  Marching  Band?  Fr.  Drinan  says. 
"Rah!  Rah!,"  gives  a  quick  demonstration 
of  how  a  clarinetist  lifted  his  feet  on  the 
football  field  and  allows:  "They  didn't 
take  us  to  the  Sugar  Bowl  game  in  1941." 

A  smile  issues  but  is  clouded  for  an 
instant  when  he  adds:  "We  were  pretty 
crushed." 
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Hundreds  of  people  work  behind  the  scenes 
to  make  the  University  work

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t's  7  a.m.  on  a  weekday  in  February.  You  wake  up,  look  out  the  window  and  see  10 

inches  of  newly  fallen  snow.  One  thing  you  can  bet — BC  is  open  for  business. 

The  University  is  usually  open  even  if  the  roads  haven't  been  plowed  yet.  Grounds 
foreman  Robert  LeBlanc  says,  "We  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  University  grounds 
are  usually  plowed  before  the  city  streets." 

Employees  might  not  feel  so  enthusiastic  about  it,  but  clearing  snow  is  really  a  claim 
to  fame  as  far  as  the  grounds  crew  is  concerned.  "We  stay  with  the  storm  all  night  if  we 
have  to,"  says  LeBlanc. 

The  groundskeepers  are  part  of  the  office  of  Buildings  and  Grounds,  which  employs 
more  than  100  persons.  There  are  truck  drivers  whose  responsibilities  include  transport- 
ing furniture  and  garbage  removal,  garage  mechanics  for  all  BC  vehicles,  general 
maintenance  personnel  for  University  buildings,  painters,  electricians,  plumbers, 
heating,  ventilating  and  air  conditioning  repair  personnel,  boiler  room  operators, 
carpenters,  and  lock  shop  attendants. 

Plowed  roads  and  parking  lots  are  not  the  grounds  crews'  only  claim  to  fame.  When 
parents  and  friends  arrive  on  campus  each  spring  for  commencement  ceremonies  and 
Alumni  Weekend,  plush  and  manicured  grounds,  plump  with  blossoming  rhododen- 
drons, honeysuckle  and  azaleas,  steal  the  attention  of  even  the  unattached  observer.  As 
one  Georgetown  visitor  said  over  commencement  weekend,  "The  grounds  at  BC  are 
always  so  beautiful." 
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When  she  started  working  part  time  in  the  Graduate  A&S  registrar's  office  in  1968,  Mary  Hawes  "never  thought  I'd  be  here" 
14  years  later. 

As  transcript  coordinator  since  1980,  Hawes  handles  some  30,000  requests  for  transcripts  each  year  and  enjoys  every  minute  of  it. 

"I  have  seen  BC  grow  in  leaps  and  bounds,"  she  said  in  an  interview  in  her  office  in  Lyons  Hall,  "and  I  have  seen  many 
undergraduates  move  onward  and  upward.  I  wouldn't  trade  my  job  for  anything." 

When  Hawes  began  at  BC, 
each  school  in  the  University  had 
its  own  registrar.  It  wasn't  until 
1973  that  all  registration  func- 
tions were  united  in  one  office. 
The  registrar's  office  is  responsi- 
ble for  annually  processing  over 
30,000  registrations.  Enrollments 
range  from  14,000  to  15,000  stu- 
dents in  the  fall  and  spring  sem- 
esters, to  3,000  in  the  summer. 

Records  are  maintained  for  all 
active  students,  including  current 
term  schedules,  course  histories, 
grade  processing  and  changes 
and  graduate  degree  audits.  The 
University  also  maintains  records 
of  all  inactive  students,  number- 
ing approximately  200,000  and 
dating  from  1883  to  the  present. 

Hawes  receives  phone  calls 
practically  non-stop  during  the 
day,  concerning  various  requests 
for  transcripts — from  the  loca- 
tion of  a  family  member  to  cor- 
porations trying  to  verify  that  an 
applicant  attended  BC. 


i-f  arl  Jenkins  and  his  "buddy"  Mike  Gavin  are  responsible  for  all 
I    imail  deliveries  on  campus.  They  pick  up,  assist  with  sorting, 
and  deliver  some  164,000  pieces  of  on-campus  mail  a  month. 

"It's  hectic,"  according  to  Jenkins,  who  has  worked  at  BC  for  13 
years,  but  he  wouldn't  trade  his  job  for  anything.  "This  is  a  great 
place,  and  I  get  to  deal  with  some  enjoyable  people  every  day  on  the 
job,"  he  says. 

The  University  has  a  mailroom  handling  the  on-campus  mail 
system  and  regular  off -campus  mail  on  each  campus.  A  federal  post 
office  is  adjacent  to  the  mailroom  in  McElroy  where  members  of  the 
BC  community  can  buy  stamps  or  send  packages. 

The  main  post  office  at  McElroy  handles  about  84,000  pieces  of 
first-class  mail,  1,900  pieces  of  second-class  and  58,000  pieces  of 
third-class  mail  monthly.  Jenkins  said  the  largest  bundles  of  mail  are 
delivered  to  the  Admissions  Office,  with  the  amount  of  first-class  to 
students  following  close  behind. 

Including  Jenkins  and  Gavin  there  are  14  employees  in  mail  ser- 
vices, three  at  Newton  and  11  at  McElroy.  The  main  office  at 
McElroy  handles  all  mail  processing  and  distribution. 
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Health  Services  Associate  Director  Mary  McCool  has  worked  in 
the  medical  profession  at  various  clinics  and  hospitals  in  the 
Boston  area,  but  her  career  at  BC  the  last  five  years  has  been  par- 
ticularly enlightening  for  her. 

"It  is  one  of  the  most  stimulating  jobs  I  have  had.  Working  here 
in  this  family-like  atmosphere  has  been  a  good  experience  both 
personally  and  professionally,"  she  said. 

"The  (Health  Services)  staff  show  personalized  interest  in  the 
students'  well-being  and  follow-up  on  health  care,  which  is  rare  at 
most  clinics." 

An  average  of  130  patients  daily  visit  the  Health  Services  during 
the  regular  academic  session,  said  McCool.  Patients  most  frequently 
visit  for  respiratory  infections,  followed  by  injuries  related  to  sports, 
sore  throats,  skin  infections  and  physical  exams. 

McCool  said  unlike  many  universities  that  offer  only  general  prac- 
tice physicians,  BC  also  offers  a  number  of  specialists  at  the  out- 
patient clinic  on  campus.  These  include  internal  medicine,  surgery, 
orthopedics,  and  gynecology.  The  clinic  also  offers  special  facilities 
for  allergies  and  immunizations. 

In-patient  care  is  provided  at  the  Spellman  Infirmary  on  the 
Newton  campus.  When  the  out-patient  clinic  on  the  main  campus  is 
closed  on  the  weekends,  physicians  see  patients  at  the  infirmary 
Saturday  and  Sunday. 

Health  services  also  provides  health  education  in  dormitories,  first 
aid  and  CPR  classes,  and  medical  care  for  athletic  teams. 


When  Bany  O  Dwyer  first 
entered  the  "catalogue 
trade"  in  1970  at  Northeastern, 
"There  was  no  such  thing  as 
computerized  library  cataloging, 
except  at  a  few  places.  But  I 
could  tell  things  were  about  to 
break." 

O'Dwyer  came  to  BC  as  Bapst 
Library's  chief  cataloguer  in 
1977.  By  the  time  the  new  cen- 
tral library  opens  in  1984,  the 
card  catalogue  files,  in  the  midst 
of  which  O'Dwyer  posed,  will  be 
gone,  replaced  by  computer 
terminals. 

"I  love  the  machines," 
O'Dwyer  said.  Although  his  job 
mostly  entails  supervision  of  the 
cataloging  process  and  traveling 
to  investigate  how  other  neigh- 
boring libraries  are  doing  business. 
O'Dwyer  says  he  tries  "not  to  get 
too  remote  from  the  terminals.' 
Use  of  terminals  is  expanding  significantly  in  the  library,  so  much  so  that  typewriters  are  becoming  rare.  But  that  doesn't  mean  the 
emphasis  on  books  has  declined.  The  total  holdings  of  BCs  nine  libraries  on  the  main  and  Newton  campuses  are  approximately  °00,000 
volumes.  Administrative  manager  James  O'Neill  said  the  libraries  are  adding  new  volumes  at  the  rate  of  about  30,000  a  year. 

Of  the  total  library  budget  of  $3.2  million  for  1981-82,  a  third  was  spent  on  book  purchases  and  periodicals  subscriptions.  The  latter, 
O'Neill  said,  consists  of  about  8,500  titles. 

Books  certainly  aren't  cheap  and  BCs  purchase  this  year  of  the  Early  English  Books  (1460-1640)  is  proof.  Serials  Librarian  Leigh  Chat- 
terton  said  the  microfilmed  series  was  purchased  over  four  years  for  $30,000. 
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'  f  I  can  help,  I  like  to  help— rather  than  be  tough  with 
,  anybody,"  Campus  Police  Sergeant  Wayne  Foster  said  recently 
as  he  reported  to  work  at  10  p.m.  "Eight  p.m.  through  4  a.m.  are 
usually  the  busiest  times  around  here,"  said  Foster,  "especially  on  the 
weekends." 

The  University's  relatively  contained  campuses  help  keep  crime 
here  usually  a  minor  problem,  according  to  Foster.  It  is  generally  on 
weekends  and  around  holidays  that  calls  begin  coming  in  at  the 
security  office.  These  calls,  Foster  said,  usually  involve  complaints 
about  outsiders  trying  to  crash  campus  parties. 

A  formal  campus  police  department  has  been  in  existence  at  BC  for 
almost  10  years.  Before  that,  security  guards  performed  "police" 
duties.  Although,  statistically,  criminal  acts  have  increased  this  past 
year  over  last  year,  according  to  Detective  Gary  Frechette,  both  he 
and  Foster  agree  crime  at  BC  has  actually  decreased  over  the  last  10 
years. 

"I  believe  people  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  capabilities  of 
the  Campus  Police  and  the  reasons  why  we're  here,"  said  Frechette. 
"More  and  more  students  are  beginning  to  call  the  office  when  they 
need  us." 

The  40  uniformed  officers  patrol  the  campus  24  hours  a  day,  seven 
days  a  week,  either  in  patrol  cars  or  on  foot.  They  receive  formalized 
training  in  police  sciences  from  Massachusetts  State  Police  Academy 
or  Boston  Police  Academy.  Each  officer  is  certified  in  basic  first  aid 
and  cardiopulmonary  resuscitation.  Several  officers  are  certified 
emergency  medical  technicians. 

Foster,  who  has  been  at  BC  almost  four  years,  says,  "This  is  really 
an  ideal  campus  to  work.  The  kids  here  demonstrate  they're  capable 
young  people  and  I  enjoy  working  with  them  and  making  it  my  duty 
to  keep  them  safe." 


Prior  to  1976,  many  people 
in  the  BC  community 
thought  of  Audiovisual  Services 
simply  as  the  place  you  con- 
tacted to  use  a  projector  or 
sound  system. 

That  attitude,  says  audiovisua 
coordinator  Robert  Scheldt ,  has 
changed  with  the  rapid  advance- 
ments in  the  field  of  audio- 
visuals.  "Audiovisuals  is  becom- 
ing like  the  Computer  Center," 
he  said.  "The  new  technology  is 
definitely  here." 

It's  here  in  the  forms  of 
slide/tape  productions  for  faculty 
and  administrators,  slides  for 
speaker  support,  videotapes,  and 
multi-image  presentations. 

Although  Audiovisual  remains 
primarily  a  support  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  classroom,  it  has  significantly  expanded  in  the  last  two  years  into  administrative  areas,  preparing  visual  presentations  for 
such  offices  as  Campus  Police,  Housing,  Career  Planning  and  Development. 

"More  and  more  people  are  acknowledging  that  the  way  to  make  a  professional  presentation  is  to  have  visual  support,"  said  Schadt. 

Audiovisual  Services,  located  in  the  basement  of  Campion  Hall,  has  a  TV  studio,  equipment  dispatch  office,  an  instructional  graphics 
area,  audio-recording  studio,  film  library,  darkroom  facility,  video-editing  capacity  and  an  audioroom.  Four  full-time  personnel  and  a 
part-time  person  work  with  17  graduate  student  assistants  and  35  work-study  students. 

In  the  spring,  an  educational  video  resources  expert,  at  the  request  of  Academic  Vice  President  J. A.  Panuska,  SJ,  made  recommenda- 
tions to  the  University  for  improvement  of  its  audiovisual  services.  Some  of  these  recommendations  included  a  full-time  director,  new 
equipment,  continued  emphasis  on  slide/tape  presentations  and  graphic  services,  and  that  the  services  be  moved  to  a  more  central  cam- 
pus location.

m  located  down  in  the 
pits,"  he  jests,  as  he  leads 
the  way  in  Carney  Hall's 
basement  to  the  University  Ar- 
chives. 

Paul  FitzGerald.  SJ,  opens  the 
three-inch  thick  door  of  the 
University  Archives  to  an  air- 
conditioned,  humidity- 
controlled,  windowless  room 
with  1281  cubic  feet  of  shelving 
space.  On  these  shelves,  he  says 
with  apparent  pride,  is  the 
history  of  the  University  since  it 
was  founded  119  years  ago  in  the 
South  End  of  Boston. 

Prior  to  1975,  the  contents  of 
the  Archives,  including  every- 
thing from  personal  belongings 
to  presidential  papers,  were  scat- 
tered about  the  University  in  of- 
fices, cellars  and  attics.  In  1975, 
Henry  A.  Callahan,  SJ,  was  ap- 
pointed the  BC's  first  archivist 
and  the  University  Archives  was 
born.  Fr.  FitzGerald  became 
University  Archivist  in  1980. 

The  Archives  are  the  official 
non-current  papers  and  records 
of  the  University.  They  include 
minutes  of  trustees  meetings, 
presidents'  papers,  records  of  the 
Newton  College  of  the  Sacred 
Heart,  Jesuit  papers  and  belong- 
ings, letters  from  superiors, 
memorial  cards,  and  accounts  of 
St.  Mary's. 

There  are  also  bound  issues  of 
the  Heights  and  the  yearbook 
since  the  campus  moved  to 
Chestnut  Hill  in  1913.  Stylus 
since  1883.  alumni  news,  internal 
newspapers,  faculty  publications, 
office  records  and  documents, 
movie  footage  of  BC  football, 
some  audiovisual  materials  and  a 
tape-recording  of  the  University 
Lecture  series. 
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Z-l  nthcmy  "Tony"  Orlowski,  manager  of  the  Dining  Services  bake  shop,  is  proud  everything  is  made  from  scratch  in  his  shop,  and 
■*■  ■*•  that  between  the  seven  bakers  "there's  200  years  of  experience"  going  into  everything  from  date  bars  to  1,000  chocolate  eclairs  at 
a  time. 

The  bake  shop  is  one  of  seven  divisions  of  Dining  Services,  which  prepares  meals  for  the  entire  University  community  at  10  locations 
on  the  Chestnut  Hill  and  Newton  campuses,  as  well  as  provides  catering  services. 

The  bakery  may  produce  in  one  day,  Orlowski  said,  1,000  muffins,  500  doughnuts,  350  coffee  rolls,  2,000  assorted  cookies  (chocolate 
chip,  oatmeal,  M&M),  25  yellow  cakes,  50  chocolate  cakes,  75  carrot  cakes,  1,100  lunch  and  dinner  desserts  (apple  pie,  date  squares, 
chocolate  eclairs,  Boston  cream  pie),  and  finally,  special  events  confectionaries  such  as  petit  fours  and  decorated  cakes. 

Some  of  the  more  popular  items,  said  Orlowski,  are  the  cookies  and — "of  all  things" — the  bran  muffins.  "I  never  thought  I'd  see  the 
day  when  bran  muffins  (his  own  recipe)  were  popular." 

McElroy,  the  main  dining  facility,  feeds  the  bulk  of  students  on  the  board  plan.  Dietician  Pat  Ryan  said  students  drink  approximately 
720  quarts  of  whole  milk  and  224  quarts  of  skim  milk  a  day. 

The  food  budget  for  1981-82  averaged  over  $1  million  for  meat,  $259,000  for  vegetables,  Si  million  for  groceries  and  S90.000  for  ice 
cream.  About  36,000  pounds  of  hamburger,  31,000  pounds  of  roast  beef  and  13,000  whole  chickens  are  purchased  annually  for  McElroy 
use  alone. 

Dining  Services  employs  145  full-time  employees  including  17  in  management  positions.  In  addition,  close  to  600  students  are 
employed  annually  in  the  dining  halls.  There  are  about  3,600  students  paying  board,  but  according  to  administrative  assistant  Susan 
Keleher,  probably  the  entire  15,000-member  BC  community  dines  at  one  time  or  another  on  campus. 


Denise  Pantano,  secretary  to  Fr.  Monan,  said  she  probably  knows  more  in  June  about  what  the  president  is  doing  in 
December  than  she  knows  on  Tuesday  what  he  is  doing  on  Wednesday. 

"Any  day  is  changeable  in  the  president's  office,"  said  Pantano,  who  is  responsible  for  Fr.  Monan's  calendar.  "You  have  to  be 
prepared  to  shift  gears  at  any  time." 

Fr.  Monan's  secretary  since  1977,  she  was  also  secretary  to  former  BC  presidents  Michael  Walsh,  SI,  1962-68,  and  W.  Seavey  Joyce, 
SJ,  1968-69.  If  anyone  knows  that  "every  facet  of  the  University  touches  this  office,"  it  is  Pantano. 

The  president's  office  is  the  lightning  rod  of  the  University.  Pantano  said  stacks  of  mail  five  inches  thick  arrive  at  Botolph  House 

twice  daily.  Letters  range  from 
complaints  to  appointment 
requests  to  invitations.  Out- 
going mail  is  even  a  larger 
volume,  including  faculty  com- 
mittee appointments.  University 
department  mail,  correspondence 
with  vice  presidents,  sympathy 
notes  or  notes  of 
congratulations. 

There  is  also  a  tremendous 
number  of  telephone  calls  to  the 
office  each  day  by  persons 
needing  information,  voicing 
complaints,  seeking  advice,  or 
requesting  appointments. 
Depending  on  the  request,  each 
call  received  at  Botolph  House  is 
either  transferred  to  another 
office  or  handled  by  one  of  the 
staff. 

Pantano  answers  all  the  calls 
that  deal  with  the  president's 
schedule.  But  it  isn't  just  a  mat- 
ter of  filling  in  the  blanks  in  the 
calendar  book. 

She  said  Fr.  Monan  s  calendar 
is  particularly  adaptable  because. 
"If  he  has  a  choice  of  events,  he 
chooses  both.  He  likes  to  be 
accessible  and  people  know  him 
for  that." 
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GSSW  planning  program

Irish  studies  (cont'd) 

To  the  editor, 

I  read  with  considerable  interest  the  let- 
ter from  Edward  Crowe  (Spring  '82)  in 
which  he  expresses  some  reservations 
about  an  over-emphasis  on  Irish  studies.  I 
can  appreciate  his  concerns  but  I  feel  that 
the  potential  value  of  this  program  defi- 
nitely outweighs  the  risks  cited  by  Mr. 
Crowe. 

During  my  years  at  BC  (1947-1951)  girl 
students  had  not  yet  been  invented  and 


the  vast  majority  of  undergraduates  were 
of  Irish -American  extraction.  I  shared 
with  most  of  my  classmates  an  abiding 
ignorance  of  Irish  history  and  culture. 
Fortunately,  I  was  embarassed  by  an 
Italian-American  wife  with  a  deep  love  for 
her  own  cultural  heritage  into  beginning 
my  own  personal  Irish  studies  program. 
And  if  this  still  continuing  avocation  has 
not  made  me  an  expert  in  Gaelic  culture  it 
has  at  least  provided  me  with  a  deep  in- 
terest in  learning  about  "the  men  who 
God  made  mad." 

Obviously,  it  is  poor  logic  to  generalize 
from  one  example  but  if  it  were  not  for 
the  limitations  of  space  I  believe  that  I 
could  substantiate  the  thesis  that  a  deep 
immersion  in  one  cultural  strain  must  not 
inevitably  lead  to  either  the  parochialism 
or  the  narcissism  so  feared  by  Mr.  Crowe. 
A  pride  in  one's  Irish  heritage  should  not 
blind  us  to  the  contradictions  and  weak- 
nesses in  the  Irish  character  or  the  rela- 
tionships that  have  long  existed  between 
the  Irish  and  other  ethnic  groups. 

Considered  on  a  practical  level  it  is 
impossible  to  understand  the  operations  of 
Massachusetts  government  and  politics 
without  some  understanding  of  the 
tangled  relationship  that  has  long  existed 
between  the  Irish,  the  Yankees,  the 
Italians  and  a  veritable  United  Nations  of 
national  groups  whose  destinies  have  long 
been  interwoven  with  the  Irish.  Irish 
studies  need  not,  indeed  should  not,  be  a 
"narrow  slice  of  history"  because  the  Irish 
on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  have  been 
interacting  with  other  cultures  since  the 
beginning  of  the  long  series  of  invasions 
that  formed  the  country  we  know  today. 

Boston  College  has  indeed  come  a  long 
way  since  1951.  Intellectually  "tunnel 
vision"  has  at  long  last  given  way  to  an 
increased  awareness  of  the  world  beyond 
Chestnut  Hill.  It  is  my  belief  that  some 
small  part  of  this  awareness  can  be  attri- 
buted to  a  new  understanding  of  the 
broad  stream  of  Irish  culture  with  its 


incredible  range  of  contradictions, 
paradoxes  and  tragedies.
